LETHBRIDGE, ALBERTA, MARCH 12tli, 1941 


A Special Session of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, was convened by authority of its Advisory 
Board and was held in the evening of Wednesday, March 12th, 1941, 
in the Masonic Temple, in the City of Lethbridge, Alberta. The 
meeting was formally opened at the hour of 7:45 o’clock p.m., with 
Grand Master Gerald E. Clarke presiding; and the officers present 
to respond to the Roll Call were:

Following the Roll Call the Grand Secretary reported a quorum 
present. 

The Grand Secretary read a copy of the notice by which the 
Special Meeting had been convened in which were set forth the pur¬ 
poses of the same, namely: To receive and refer to the appropriate 
committee the credentials then to hand of Past Grands seeking to 
obtain the Grand Lodge Degree and the Past Grand’s Degree, and 
to receive and dispose of a report of the Credentials Committee 
thereon; to confer the aforesaid Degrees; and also to receive and 
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refer to the Committee on Distribution the printed reports and the 
supplementary reports of the officers, and to receive and dispose of 
the report of the said Committee thereon, and on a motion by Brother 
Murray Saunders, P.G.M., the notice as read by the Grand Secretary 
was accepted and adopted.

The Report of the Committee yas adopted. 


The Grand Marshal and the Grand Conductor, on instructions 
from the Grand Master, retired and introduced the new Grand Lodge 
members who were thereupon instructed in the Past Grand’s Degree, 
.and the Grand Lodge Degree, by the Grand Master and the Grand 
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Warden. The new members were then admitted to seats in the 
Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary presented printed copies of the annual 
reports of the Grand Officers and others, the same being referred to 
the Committee on Distribution.

Dear Brothers: 


1. FOREWORD 

Another milestone in the life of this Jurisdiction has passed; 
it has been one of the most eventful and interesting of mine. A busy 
year, the responsibilities have been many, but may I say the happier 
for that reason. 

During this year it has been my privilege to meet and fraternize 
with many members both in Lodges and in other ways. Through 
this intercourse a great many matters of interest to our Order have 
been brought to my attention and consideration. 

Some of these have resulted in considerable thought and In 
many cases deep concern, so if this report differs in some respects 
from those of my predecessors it is not with any thought of criti¬ 
cizing them or casting any reflections on their actions. I would, 
however, be remiss in my duty and neglectful of my obligations if 
I did not, after enjoying your confidence and acting as your leader, 
bring to attention certain matters and offer comments and sugges¬ 
tions whereby our work in this Jurisdiction may be made more effec¬ 
tive. The adoption or rejection of these is a matter for the Brethren 
of Grand Lodge and I hope they will be dealt with on their merits 
and not be considered personal in any way as the views expressed 
are those of the Grand Master and not necessarily personal ones, 
and are offered in a fraternal and constructive form. 

2. STATE OF THE ORDER 

At the time of compiling this report I have no definite informa¬ 
tion as to the numerical standing of the Order in this Jurisdiction, 
hence it will be necessary to await the publication of the Grand 
Secretary’s report to obtain this information, but I would like to 
record in my report the conditions as they appear and are apparent 
from observations made. During my visitations I have made it a 
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practice to examine the books of the Lodges and to receive reports 
from the Secretaries and from these sources it has been possible 
to offer a picture of the present membership. The natural reductions 
through deaths has this year been slightly under, the average. The 
suspensions from the Order, for N.P.D. continue but not in such 
increasing numbers. Initiations, while maintaining an average, 
are below that which had been anticipated and the reason for this 
can be primarily stated as due to the enlistments in the Army, Navy 
and Air forces into which so many of the Youth of our Province 
have been drafted. Be these causes as they may, I nevertheless 
view with apprehension the seriousness of our condition, and after 
a careful analysis, offered only after having received the consensus of 
opinions of the Subordinate Lodges, am prompted to submit as food for 
thought and in the interest of our Order at large, that 

For many years Grand Lodge seems to have considered itself 
to be but a Legislative Body. This, it is considered by our Subor¬ 
dinate Lodges but an excuse for lack of progressive, constructive 
action. 

Odd Fellowship lives, works and achieves, or fails to achieve In 
the Subordinate Bodies of our Order. Many are functioning splen¬ 
didly, they deserve our warmest commendation. Others are not so 
successful, they need encouragement, aid and sympathetic super¬ 
vision. With this, Grand Lodge and its Officers in recess lies the 
immediate responsibility for maintaining satisfactory standards of 
proficiency of the Subordinate Lodges; this involves more than 
quotations from the Code of Laws. Many are obsessed with the 
idea that the Code of our Laws is paramount. This is not so, the 
teachings of our ritual supercedes all. Only by a practical applica¬ 
tion of our teachings from our Grand Lodge can we expect the 
thoughts and actions brought to fruition by OUR SUBORDINATE 
LODGES. 

This Assembly Hall of our Grand Lodge is the place where the 
Educational work of our Order should have its origin, this is the 
source from which our Subordinate Lodge members look for guidance. 
I firmly believe that we could close the pages of our Constitution 
and By-laws for the next five years, as far as new legislation is 
concerned, and devote the major portion of the time of this Grand 
Lodge to the formulation of educational work and progressive ideas, 
whereby the best interest of our Lodges might be promoted. Our 
Grand Lodge Officers would be charged with the duty of carrying 
out the plans during the recess period, that would be devised in 
principal during our Sessions. Most of you know my thoughts on 
this subject. I have been criticized by those who too often see no 
good in progressive ideas, believing such come only from ulterior 
motives. 

I have but one desire, that Odd Fellowship may become pre¬ 
eminent in this Jurisdiction, and my first duty is to the Order. The 
existing conditions cannot be blamed on any one member or group. 
The lack of interest is the direct responsibility of Grand Lodge, 
and there is no time like the present session to consider what best 
man be done to create a forward movement. 
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3. DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 

My first official duty was to appoint a District Deputy Grand 
Master in each District, and in the fulfilment of this responsibility, I 
acted on the recommendations before me from the members of the 
Districts, who were, I considered, more qualified to pass upon the 
qualifications of the selected Brothers than I. The majority of the 
appointments have proven worthy of the honor and responsibility. 
To those who have conscientiously discharged their duties and Res¬ 
ponsibilities with credit to their Districts and themselves I am deeply 
grateful and am pleased to report chat their respective Districts are 
improved as a result of their leadership. There are also those who 
accepted the appointment who were entirely unqualified for the 
office and as a result their Districts have operated under a distinct 
handicap. In these instances the personal representatives of the 
Grand Master seemed to have lost entirely the intent and responsi¬ 
bility of their position. To these Brothers I offered every possible 
means of assistance, encouraged them in their work and solicited 
their support and in return have experienced the result that, it is 
impossible to obtain an acknowledgment to mv appeals or a word 
of any kind in response. Such a situation is regrettable, and I am 
inclined, similarly as was my predecessor in office, to state that the 
blame can be laid at the door of the lack of understanding, rather 
than to indifference. I feel however, that here is a condition that 
should be rectified and steps should be taken to overcome some of 
these difficulties. I regret to report that in some instances it has 
been found necessary to recall the Commissions issued and appoint 
a successor; such action was taken in the interests of the Districts 
concerned. Several of our D.D.G.M.’s, who joined his Majesty’s 
Forces, have been furloughed and brothers possessing the qualifica¬ 
tions and capabilities to discharge the duties of a Special D.D.G.M., 
have been appointed to complete the balance of the term. 

4 . DISTRICTS 

The suggestions of Past Grand Master Sorenson relative to the 
re-allocation of Districts has, in many instances its good points, 
and in accordance with the dictates of Grand Lodge I appointed a 
special committee to deal with this matter exclusively, and during my 
term I have endeavored to maintain an unbiased opinion preferring 
to allow the Lodges themselves to deal direct with the Committee in 
whose hands the matter of action or recommendation to the Grand 
Lodge now rests. 

5. CHARTERS 

There has been one request received for a Charter to be issued 
to a new Rebekah Lodge at Bieseker. Up to the end of the year 
all matters pertinent to its issuance have not been completed, but 
expect that this will be completed before the forthcoming sessions 
of Grand Lodge. 

The reclamation of a Charter is one of the unpleasant duties 
which the Grand Master is charged with, and is a duty which should 
be performed without hesitancy when conditions warrant such action. 
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When a Lodge reaches a stage of lethargy to the extent that it is 
detrimental to its own existence and a reflection upon the Order in 
general, I may say, that in my opinion it is the proper action that 
the Grand Master or Grand Lodge should have that Charter 
reclaimed. 

In accordance with the views as recited above, I have up to the 
present date performed the following acts, the dates and reasons 
for such are reported in the Grand Master’s reports of visitations: 

Suspended temporarily the Charter of Irvine Lodge No. 69, 
located at Irvine, Alta. 

Reclaimed the Charter of Ecltville Lodge No. 155, located at 
Eckville, Alta. 

Reclaimed the Charter and effects of Rocky Mountain House 
Lodge No. 120, located at Rocky Mountain House, Alta. 

Reclaimed the Charter and effects of Irma Lodge No. 56, located 
at Irma, Alta. 

Reclaimed the Charter and effects of Blairmore Lodge No. 68, 
located at Blairmore, Alta. 


6. CONSOLIDATIONS 

On September 16th, 1940, upon the request of and for good 
and sufficient reason and in conformity with the terms and arrange¬ 
ments as agreed upon between the two Lodges, I completed the 
consolidation of Cypress Lodge No. 102 and Medicine Hat Lodge 
No. 3 at Medicine Hat. 

Tentative arrangements are in progress for further consolida¬ 
tions and applications for instruction have been received from Hilda 
Lodge No. 156, Redcliffe Lodge No. 90 for consolidation with Medi¬ 
cine Hat Lodge No. 3. It is doubtful if all arrangements can be 
completed whereby these consolidations can be completed before 
Grand Lodge Sessions in March. 


7. REBEKAH BRANCH 

The most cordial and sympathetic relations have existed between 
the Officers of the Rebekah Assembly and the Grand Master during 
the term. The President, Sister Williams, has indeed been a capable 
Officer. She has attended most conscientiously to her duties, over¬ 
looked no opportunity to further the interests of Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship and has been a source of inspiration to all the Rebekah 
Lodges in the Jurisdiction. The many courtesies received at the 
hands of Sister Williams and Sister Day during my term have been 
of considerable help, these coupled with the kindly expressions and 
good wishes received from the other Assembly Officers are most 
appreciated, and for all of which, I thank you. 
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8. COMMITTEES 

In accordance with the instructions and dictates of Grand Lodge 
certain standing and special committees were appointed, the per¬ 
sonnel of which received from the Grand Master written confirmation 
of their appointment, and a report from each of these will, in accord¬ 
ance with the established practice, be presented at the sessions to 
be held in March. 


9. FRATERNAL DELEGATES 

As has been the custom of the Jurisdiction in the past to appoint 
Fraternal Delegates to the Sessions of our Sister Jurisdictions it af¬ 
forded me the greatest of pleasure to appoint the following Brothers 
to convey greetings from this Grand Jurisdiction, and to officiate in 
other capacities as follows: 

Brother W. J. Huntingford, P.G.P., Fraternal Delegate to Sas¬ 
katchewan Grand Lodge Sessions at Moose Jaw, Sask. 

Brother Alf. Brown, P.G.M., Fraternal Delegate to British Co¬ 
lumbia Grand Lodge Sessions at Revelstoke, B.C. 

Brother R. W. Kellough, P.G.P., Fraternal Delegate to Manitoba 
Grand Lodge Sessions.

To hold a special meeting on Tuesday, June 25th, in lieu of 
regular meeting, Wednesday, June 26th, to confer Third Degree on 
a candidate from Ponoka Lodge No. 11. (Rally Meeting). 
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Norwood Lodge No. 41 and Namayo Lodge No. 47: 

To remove Charter and necessary regalia to the Lodge room 
of Friendship Lodge No. 7 for the purpose of holding joint instal¬ 
lation with Friendship Lodge No. 7, on Tuesday evening, July 9th. 

Donalda Lodge No. 150: 

To install a Scarlet Degree member into the office of N.G., on 
account of all other members eligible having reused the nomination. 

Bowden Lodge No. 31: 

To install a Scarlet Degree member into the office of N.G., on 
account of all other members eligible having refused the nomination. 

Millet Lodge No. 145: 

To remove Charter and regalia to Lodge room of Wetaskiwin 
Lodge No. 8 for the purpose of Joint Installation of Officers on 
July 15th, 1940. 

Ponoka Lodge No. 11: 

To hold a special meeting, properly advertised, on a date suitable 
to the convenience of a candidate to receive the Initiatory Degree. 
Such candidate now serving with the C.A.S.F. and leave dates indef¬ 
inite. 

Banff Lodge No. 48: 

To change regular meeting night to Tuesday instead of Monday. 
An emergency existing, and on a regular and unanimous motion of 
the Lodge, this change to be effective and without change of By¬ 
laws. 

Canmore Lodge No. 38: 

To remove Charter and regalia to the Lodge room of Banff 
Lodge No. 48, I.O.O.F., at Banff, Alta., for the purpose of joint 
installation of Officers, July 22nd, 1940. 

Wetaskiwin Lodge No. 8: 

To hold a special meeting on Friday, November 1st, to accom¬ 
modate the District Meeting of District No. 25, to be held at Wet¬ 
askiwin, Alta. 

Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3: 

To change regular meeting nights from second and fourth 
Thursdays of each month, to second and fourth Wednesdays. An 
emergency existing, and on a regular and unanimous motion of the 
Lodge, this change to be effective without change of By-Laws. 

Crossfield Lodge No. 42: 

To remove Lodge Collars from Lodge room for the purpose of 
dry-cleaning. 
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11. DISPENSATIONS REFUSED 
Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 49: 

To hold an open-air ceremony for the conferring of the Second 
Degree. 

Reason: Meagre details received, and no assurance that the 
programme covering the work of the Degree could be made suf¬ 
ficiently private and free from improper intrusion. 

12. DECISIONS 
Bowden Lodge No. 31: 

Statement: A Brother having 33 years continuous contributing 
membership in this Lodge, and being over sixty years of age, has 
made application to be transferred to non-beneficial membership in 
accordance with Section 85D, he being unaware, at the time of 
making his application, of the change in said Section 85D to read 
“40 consecutive years,” from the former wording “25 consecutive 
years.” 

In accordance with Section 85D as now amended, this Brother’s 
application is not in order, but should he choose to become in ar¬ 
rears for more than one year’s dues, he cannot be suspended for 
non-payment of dues but shall be retained as a non-beneficial mem¬ 
ber in accordance with the last paragraph of Section 116, and he 
thus achieves his object of retaining all the privileges of active 
membership except benefits, and of becoming a non-contributing 
member. 

Question: Are the terms “non-beneficial” and “Non-contribut¬ 
ing” as used in amended section 85D and the last paragraph of 
Section 116 of the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges synonymous? 
If not, define the difference. 

Answer: The last paragraph of Article 116 does not conform to 
Section 507 of the Code of General Laws as amended and adopted 
by Sovereign Grand Lodge at the 1935 Session. Section 507 deals 
with Non-Contributing membership and according to the Section, 
.to become non-contributing a member must be a contributing mem¬ 
ber for 40 years and also unable to pay dues. 

Article 85D of our Constitution as amended in 1935 is in con¬ 
formity with Section 50-7 of the Code. 

Non-beneficial members as per Article 85A and 85C of the Con¬ 
stitution and Sections 501, 502, 503 and 504, Code of General Laws 
as amended and adopted in 1931 are required to pay dues, as well 
as Beneficial members, but at a different rate,, (last portion of last 
paragraph in Article 85C); 

A Brother contributing for 33 years cannot become a non-con¬ 
tributing member, but may become, by application, a non-beneficial 
member as per Section 504 of the Code. 

As the last paragraph of Article 116 of the Constitution does 
not conform to Section 507 of the Code of General Laws as adopted 
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at the 1935 Session of S.G.L., it therefore conflicts with the Code; 
the Code governs, hence a member cannot take advantage of the 
last paragraph of Article 116, as it does not conform to existing 
law of the Sovereign Grand Lodge as already stated. 

When Article 85D of our Constitution was changed in 1935, to 
all appearances the latter part of Article 116 was overlooked, and it 
is now not law. 

Banff Lodge No. 48: 

Question: Would a member serving in the Home Guards be 
considered as being in the Military Forces as stated on page 28 and 
29 Officers Report, 1939, and also would a Mounted Policeman called 
up for service during the war be considered as such. 

i(The above question resolves itself into two distinct questions 
and accordingly have been segregated (a) and (b) and are answered 
separately). 

(a) Question; Would a member serving in the Home Guards 
be considered as being in the Military forces as stated on pages 28 
and 29 Officers Report 1939? 

Answer: No. I am advised by the Police Commissioner that 
the Home Guards as presently defined comes under the administra¬ 
tion of the R.C.M. Police. 

(b) Question: Would a Mounted Policeman called up for 
service during the war be considered as such? 

Answer: No. Provided such individual had been on the retired list 
and was recalled. From the same source as above I am advised that 
the R.C.M.P. recalled a number of pensioners into the service in 
order to have experienced men available and to eliminate the nos- 
sibility of recruiting men suitable for the Active Service Forces. 

E. L. Cope, P.G.M. 

Question: Is it within the power of the Grand Lodge to ap¬ 
prove and enforce an emergent resolution submitted to them, pro¬ 
viding it does not conflict with the Code of Laws, S.G.L. 

Answer: No. Article 44, Page 10, Grand Lodge Constitution, 
defines the powers of the Executive Committee. 

Ponoka Lodge No. 11, Sept. 23rd: 

Question: What is the status of Brothers in the Permanent 
Militia, C.A.S.F., in accordance with Resolution No. 6 of the S.G.L. ? 

Answer: Decision respectfully declined until receipt of inter¬ 
pretations from Advisory Board to whom the question has been 
submitted 

Question: What is the status of Brothers in Military police 
duty in accordance with Resolution No. 6 of the S.G.L. ?

Answer; Members in this particular branch of the service come 
under the Department of Justice and are classed as Special Con¬ 
stables and Guards and do not come under an arrangement any dif¬ 
ferent to that of the ordinary Scarlet Degree member. 

Ponoka Lodge No. 11, October 29th: 

Statement: I have been instructed to write Grand Lodge for 
further information regarding the payment of funeral benefits in 
connection with Section 2, Article XXIII, on page 21, of the Official 
abridged Report of the proceedings of S.G.L. 

Question: If a Brother took advantage of this Article, would 
his dependents be entitled to funeral benefits? 

Answer: No. Reference, Section 2, Article XXIII, Amended 
Code of General Laws, and Article 114 and 114A, Constitution Subor¬ 
dinate Lodges, Jurisdiction of Alberta. 

District No. 25, November 4th: 

Statement: As Secretary of District No. 25, I.O.O.F. I was 
directed to secure an Official ruling re. Per Capita Tax to Grand 
Lodge on the following Brothers of our Order who enlist in the 
Army. Navy or Air Force. 

Question: While serving in any part of Canada or in an actual 
theatre of war? 

Answer: As the Grand Lodge of Alberta has passed no legis¬ 
late"" t n the contrary, Per Capita Tax is due on all unsuspended 
members. 

Question: Is Serving in Canada considered an actual theatre 
of war? 

Answer: As defined by Military Authorities, an actual theatre, of 
war is one where actual hostilities occur, i.e. the actual attacks of 
the enemy, hence, I would answer No. 

Question: What is considered a combatant area? 

Answer: An actual theatre of hostilities. A place where actual 
combat has ensued. 

Puestion: A Brother of our Order serving in the non-active 
Militia of Canada, is he entitled to have his dues cancelled to his 
Subordinate Lodge? 

Answer: Yes, provided his Subordinate Lodge has conceded him 
the privileges as authorized. Ref. Article XXIII, Section 1, last 
sentence. 

Wetaskivvin Lodge No. 8: 

Question: Are Brothers serving overseas required to pay dues? 

Answer: Yes, unless the Lodge has relieved them of this obliga- 
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tion in accordance with Article XXII3, Code of General Laws, as 
amended, 1940. 

Question: If the Lodge carries the Brothers’ dues, are we re¬ 
quired to pay their Per Capita tax? 

Answer: Under the present legislation as adopted, I know of 
no arrangement whereby there can be any exemption.

Renewal certificates, effective April 1st, 1940, covering the 
Fidelity Bonds for the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer, were 
received and retained in my possession, the particulars of which are 
as follows:

16. ALBERTA ODD FELLOWS TEMPLE LIMITED 

According to the dictates of thi3 Grand Lodge, I was duly elected 
to the Board of Directors of the Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Ltd. 
Several meetings of this Body have been held, but at no time were 
there matters of sufficient import transacted which required the 
attendance of the full directorate, thereby dispensing with any 
expense for the attendance of your G.M. 

17. LETTERS AND CORRESPONDENCE 

During the term several circular letters were issued through 
the Office of the Grand Secretary in addition to those emanating 
from my own Office. It was the intention during the early part of 
the term to issue such letters monthly, but upon noting the disposi¬ 
tion that is made of a routine circular letter by the Lodges who fail 
to grasp the intent of these letters it was considered advisable to 
dispense with them and curtail an expenditure from this source. 
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The general correspondence has been exceedingly voluminous 
and I have endeavored to maintain all files personally in an endeavor 
to gain a closer contact with the Lodges and their work, rather than 
referring them to the Grand Secretary, while at the same time the 
closest contact in all matters was maintained with the Grand Sec¬ 
retary’s Office and I have to a considerable degree received the ut¬ 
most co-operation, and I sincerely hope that if this practice differs 
from that of the past that it will be considered as having been 
instituted in an endeavor to gain a closer contact with the member¬ 
ship and not for any arbitrary reasons which may be offered.

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20. VISITATIONS 

In compiling my report of visitations it is the intention to go 
into detail in many instances, as on numerous occasions during the 
■course of these visitations the membership have asked the why and 
wherefore of certain actions taken and the history which led up to 
such decisions; as the majority of the members reviewing the report 
were not eligible to hear the citations as given on the floor of Grand 
Lodge and forming an opinion on the condensed reports in many 
instances were prejudiced towards the action of Grand Lodge. 

Before entering into detail of my visitations I wish to make 
special mention of and record my appreciation and thanks to those 
who so generously gave of their time to accompany me on many of 
the otherwise lonely trips that would have been made throughout 
the Province. All of these Brothers have been found to be BEAL 
ODD FELLOWS, good friends, capable advisors and True Fraternal- 
ists. Those to whom I refer are, Brothers Sorenson, Campbell, Mc- 
■Callum, Morden, Saunders, McPherson, Cope and Martin, P.G.M.’s; 
and Lepard, Markle, Powell, Dawson, Dauncey, Northover, Clelland, 
Hickmore, Russell and Henry MacDonald. 

April 2nd.—My first visitation as Grand Master was paid to my own 
Lodge, Pyramid Lodge No. 149, and on this occasion in company 
with the Grand Marshal, Brother A. O. Rossum and D.D.G M. 
Brother T. A. Mainprize of District No. 35. I visited officially 
Pyramid Lodge No. 149, and installed into office the newly 
elected D.D G.M. of District No. 35, Brother Malcolm Mac¬ 
Donald, and presented to him the Travelling Gavels. 

This Lodge is progressing; complete revival of interest in the 
work is noted, two candidates have already been balloted on, 
two more prospects in sight and two transfers under consid¬ 
eration. 

In comoany with the Grand Marshal, Assemblv Inside 
Guardian, Sister Britton, District Deputy President Sister 
Clarke, visited Jasper Rebekah Lodge No. 98. Here is a Lodge 
that is struggling under a very severe handicap, the majority of 
their members having moved to other parts of the Jurisdic¬ 
tion and other provinces leaves them with a small membership, 
but with a determination to carry on. They have several pros¬ 
pective candidates. 

April 16th.—In response to a special invitation I attended a special 
meeting of Pyramid Lodge No. 149 called for the purpose of 
making arrangements relative to Degree Work. 

April 26th.—Drove from Jasper to Calgary, attending en route a 
meeting of Maple Leaf Rebekah Lodge at Edmonton to which 
I received an invitation to be present on the occasion of the 
visit of President Sister Williams and D.D.P. Sister Sorenson. 

April 27th.—Attended the Annual Meeting of the Directors of the 
Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Limited, held in the I.O.O.F. 
Temple, Calgary, following which, meetings of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and Home Fund Trustees were held. 
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April 28th.—Drove to and attended Divine Service on the occa¬ 
sion of the 121st Anniversary Celebration, held at High River 
and on which occasion I accompanied D.D.G.M. Brother M. 
Powell and members of High Kiver Encampment, Subordinate 
and Rebekah Lodges to the Anglican Church where a special 
service had been arranged by the Anglican Clergyman. 

April 29th.—Accompanied by D.D.G.M. Brother F. Markle, District 
No. 13, and D.D.G.M. Brother M. Powell, District No. 9, drove 
to Claresholm and visited officially Foothills No. 13 on the 
occasion of a Special Meeting having been called to accommodate 
the Grand Master.

May 1st.—Drove to Calgary to attend a meeting of the Home Fund 
Trustees which had been called for 2:15 p.m. in the Grand 
Secretary’s office at which the following Brothers were in 
attendance: Brothers Little, Rogers, Henderson, Webb and 
Ballentine. At this meeting, arrangements were completed for 
definite action with regard to the disposition to be made of 
the McHeffey farm at Tofield, in compliance with the Instruc¬ 
tions of Grand Lodge. 

May 1st.—Accompanied by twenty-twt Brothers from Crescent, 
Hillhurst, and Sandstone City Lodges, D.D.G.M. Brother Markle 
and Grand High Priest Brother White, drove to Crossfield where 
I visited officially Crossfield Lodge No. 42. Forty-three mem¬ 
bers were present. Every indication of progress here. Co-opera¬ 
tive efforts of all members are contributing to the success of 
this Lodge. Several new members in sight. District No. 13 in 
general, is active. Brother Markle is putting forth every en¬ 
deavor possible to build up the Lodges, and his leadership in the 
District should be of considerable value during the year’s opera¬ 
tions. 

May 2nd.—At 2:30 p.m. again met with the members of the Home 
Fund Trustees in the Grand Secretary’s office to discuss and 
arrange to notify the Finance Committee of the agreement to 
the re-arranging of the various funds to simplify the system of 
accounting. 
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May 2nd.—Attended the 31st Annual Roll Call and Anniversary of 
Hillhurst Lodge No. 46 at Calgary, on the occasion of which 
some 96 members, Rebekahs and friends were in attendance and 
banquetted, following which a general dance was held. 

This Lodge owns its own hall and is very favorably located 
whereby they are in a position to concentrate on social activi¬ 
ties; they are a valuable asset to their community. Several 
candidates in sight and all are working harmoniously together. 

May 3rd.—Drove from Calgary to Edmonton, calling at Ponoka 
en route, and enjoyed the pleasure of the company of Gr. Sr. 
Warden, Brother Hickmore, from Ponoka to the Capitol. 

May 4th.—Drove from Edmonton to Jasper and home, completing a 
journey of 1,2®5 miles. 

June 1st.—In company with twelve Brothers from Pyramid Lodge 
No. 149, visited Edson Lodge No. 92 at Edson on the occasion of 
a special meeting held for the purpose of conferring of four 
Degrees on a class of candidates by a Degree Team composed of 
22 members from Edmonton Lodges. Much credit is due the 
Edmonton Brothers for, the capable manner in which they con¬ 
ferred the Degrees and the impressive manner in which the 
work was put on. The friendly gesture of the Edmonton Bro¬ 
thers has been a contributing factor in the success of No. 92 
this year. Following the meeting, and after bidding the Ed¬ 
monton Brothers goodnight, we returned home, completing 233 
miles of a journey. 

June 20th.—In response to an invitation, accompanied Sister Wil¬ 
liams, President of the Rebekah Assembly, and Sister Hilda 
Sorenson. D.D.P., on their Official Visit to Jewel Rebekah Lodge 
No. 25, Edmonton, on the occasion of their Annual Roll Call. 

Members, numbering 215, were present from the various 
Lodges in the city. On this occasion Jewel No. 25 proved beyond 
a doubt that they are a source of inspiration and assistance to 
many of the Lodges in the northern part of the Province. 

June 24th.—Drove from Jasper to Edmonton to attend the 31st 
Anniversary of Namayo Lodge No 47, Edmonton. On this 
occasion I enjoyed the company of our Grand Secretary. Regu¬ 
lar Lodge business was transacted with punctuality and des¬ 
patch. Following the meeting a social evening was enjoyed by 
some one hundred Odd Fellows, Rebekahs and friends who par¬ 
ticipated in the dancing. Supper was served and concluded a 
well conducted programme. Namayo Lodge continues to plod 
steadily along, frequently candidates are admitted and instructed. 
The general interest of the membership is encouraging and the 
Lodge is in good hands, and its financial condition is fair. 

June 25th.—Accompanied by P.G.P. Bro. H. MacDonald; O. S. Martin, 
P.G.M.; A. Browning, Grand Conductor; and Wm. Dawson, 
P.G.P., drove from Edmonton to Millet to attend Millet Lodge 
on the occasion of a Special Rally Meeting and the conferring 
of the Third Degree on a Brother from Wetaskiwin Lodge by a 
Degree Team composed of members from Ponoka Lodge No. 11, 
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The meeting had been arranged at the instance of Brother Hol- 
ben, D.D.G.M. of District No. 25. The Lodge at Millet is not 
very active; loss of interest, and all members in the Lodge having 
already gone through all the chairs has a tendency to retard the 
spirit of progress. The support and encouragement being given 
to this Lodge by neighboring Lodges is commendable. The fact 
that some of the Officers of this Lodge fail to recognize the 
responsibilities of the Offices they have assumed is to a marked 
degree responsible for the lack of interest being evidenced by 
the Lodge in its community. Finances of this Lodge are fair. 
The Rebekah Sisters are the contributing factor to the holding 
together of this Lodge. 

June 26th.—Had made arrangements with Waskatenau Lodge No. 
153 to visit their Lodge on tin's date, but due to heavy rains 
from midnight Tuesday and all day Wednesday, found that the 
roads would be impassable. Brother MacDonald and I tried to 
get through, but on leaving the gravelled highway found it was 
impossible to proceed, so we returned to Fort Saskatchewan, 
from where we phoned Brother Haikesworth at Waskatenau, and 
on his advice cancelled the appointment for that evening, we 
returned to Edmonton where we attended the regular Canton¬ 
ment of Edmonton Canton No. 1, after which accepted the 
hospitality of the L.A.P.M. who entertained the members with 
cards and a sumptuous banquet.

Browning, Grand Conductor, and fifteen other Edmonton Bro¬ 
thers, attended a Special Meeting of Fort Lodge No. 14, Fort 
Saskatchewan. Very poor attendance of the members of Fort 
Lodge, but those in attendance were very enthusiastic in the 
Lodge work and apologized for the shortcomings of the individual 
who was responsible for not having advised the Lodge of the 
visitation of the Edmonton Brothers and the Grand Master. 

From observations made I feel that Fort No. 14 would be 
more progressive and alert if proper consideration were given to 
the Secretarial duties and the Lodge made conversant with 
current communications. 

Have promised Fort No. 14 another visitation later on in 
the year. 

June 28th.—Drove from Edmonton to Jasper and home. 

September 9th.—Drove from Jasper to Edmonton, where I left my 
car and proceeded to Wainwright by train for a Special Meeting 
of Wainwright Lodge No. 45. I was met on arrival by Brother 
Davison, V.G., who agreed to drive me to Irma in order that 
an, opportunity might be provided whereby it would be possible 
to contact and interview the Brothers of Irma Lodge No. 56, and 
at the same time interview Brother Ott, the N.G. of Wainwright 
Lodge who is resident at Irma. For this friendly gesture on 
the part of Brother Davison I am most appreciative. 

On arrival at Irma I contacted the Secretary of Irma Lodge 
No. 56 who advised of their inability to get sufficient members 
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together to form a quorum and this was the cause of their 
inactivity. After concerted effort on the part of the Secretary 
and others, was able to get eight of the Brothers together at 
an informal meeting. The matter of an amalgamation with No. 
45 was discussed as per exchanges between the two Lodges and 
the Grand Master, but no definite arrangements as to the terms 
of amalgamation had been developed by the members. Several 
suggestions were discussed and finally one arrangement was 
agreed upon for presentation by Irma Lodge No. 56, viz: To 
amalgamate with No. 45 by appointment of a Committee from 
each Lodge as Trustees to be in charge of Irma Lodge assets 
for a period of 18 months, and in the event of Irma Lodge not 
again becoming active and able to revive interest in our work, 
and no application being received for extension of time by Irma 
Brothers, that all assets of Irma Lodge would then become the 
property of Wainwright No. 45. as the Consolidated Lodge. Six 
members from Irma accompanied me over to Wainwright for 
the meeting at Wainwright that evening, and at which time 
the terms of the amalgamation were thoroughly discussed by 
members of both Lodges, after which the members of both 
Lodges went into committee to decide as to further action. On 
resuming business Irma members requested permission to with¬ 
draw their request for an amalgamation as they then considered 
it a possibility to revive interest in their own Lodge, and 
promised your Grand Master to immediately commence func¬ 
tioning as a live Lodge again as it was evident that their finan¬ 
cial condition was not as precarious as they had imagined, they 
also considered that it was possible to recover about 80 per cent 
of the outstanding accounts for dues which had not been col¬ 
lected due to general laxness on the part of all concerned. A 
promise was given your Grand Master by Irma to immediately 
commence holding regular meetings, clear off all liabilities and 
promote the general welfare of the Order. A one month respite 
was requested to accomplish this and the Grand Master was 
requested to again visit. With this latter request I promised to 
comply and advised the Irma Brothers that a non-fulfilment of 
their promise would result in the probable drastic action being 
taken to dissolve the Lodge. 

The condition of Irma Lodge’s several funds, while not 
healthy, could not be termed precarious. Liabilities according to 
the books and statement of the Secretary, are Ninety Dollars 
for Hall rental. 

September 10th.—Returned from Wainwright to Edmonton in order 
to comply with an invitation received from Unity Rebekah 
Lodge to be present on the occasion of their 29th Anniversary 
and Official Visitation of Sister Williams to her Home Lodge. 

A special supper was arranged for 6:30 p.m., after which 
the regular session of the Lodge and Roll Call was held in 
Acacia Hall. 

September 11th.—Drove from Edmonton to Stettler for Special 
Meeting of District No. 18, which was held at Stettler. En 
route, I picked up Brother Hiekmore at Ponoka. In company 
with Brother Moe, D.D.G.M. of District No. 18; Brother P. C.

Haymes, P.G.M.. of Halkirk: and Brother Hickmore, Grand Sr. 
Warden, attended a very well represented meeting of all Lodges 
in the District, With the exception of Big Valley. All Lodges in 
District No 18 report progress and active interest except Big 
Valley which appears to have lost all interest in the work of 
the Order. All other Lodges here appear to he financially sound 
and actively engaged in our work. 

Following the District Meeting, a splendid supper was served 
and to which the Rebekahs and friends had been invited, and 
during the informal gathering at which seventy-five persons were 
in attendance, the general impression evidenced was one of 
harmony, co-operation and progress. Every encouragement is 
due the members in District No. 18, to continue their good 
work. 

Following the conclusion of the meeting, Brother Hickmore 
took me in tow and we drove back to Ponoka arriving there 
at 4:30 a m. 

September 12th.— In companv with Brother Hickmore, G.S.W., Bro¬ 
ther Holben, D.D G.M., District No. 25, and four other members 
from Ponoka Lodge No. 11. visited Officially in District No. 20 
at Clive, at which point, Brother Dodds, D.D.G.M. of District 
No. 20. joined us to attend a Special Meeting of the District 
which had been called to accommodate the Grand Master. Meet¬ 
ing was well attended considering that the majority of the mem¬ 
bers were in the middle of harvesting operations. All Lodges 
in this District are carrying on commendably. with the excep¬ 
tion of Alix, which is recuperating from a rut they had fallen 
into some time ago due to the lack of a.ction and initiative of 
Officers of the Lodge. Brother Dodds has however assured that 
action is noticeable and that he has every reason to believe that 
in the near future this will again be a real active Lodae. La- 
combe Lodge was not represented at the meeting but the D.D. 
G.M. vouched for their being progressive and 1 active, and stated 
that due to heavy harvesting operations it was impossible for 
them to come to Clive for this meeting. 

Following the meeting, drove from Clive to Ponoka in order 
that those who accompanied me might be privileged to be on 
hand for work in the morning.

At Penhold contacted Brothers Lee and White, the only 
members resident in the Hamlet. 

Penhold Lodge is not active but. the majority of the mem¬ 
bers are up to date. This Lodge has suffered a loss in active 
membership due to enlistments: those remaining are firm in their 
determination to hold the Lodge together for the duration of 
the war. Am advised that there are quite a number of pros¬ 
pective members available but just at the moment it is not 
considered advisable to put on a membership drive. 

At Bowden, contacted several of the members, among whom 
was Brother McQue. All are confident in their endeavors and 
progress is evident. Several . new candidates have been put 
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through the Degrees and there are other prospective candidates 
in the District. 

September 13th.—In company with D.D.G.M. Brother Markle of 
District No. 13, and Grand Secretary Brother Ballantine, visited 
Crescent Lodge No. 81, Calgary, which accommodated the Grand 
Master with a Special Meeting. Attendance at the meeting was. 
not large but those present are interested in our work. This 
Lodge, too, has suffered a depletion in its ranks due to enlist¬ 
ments. The Lodge is in good hands and working conscientiously 
for the good of the Order. 

September 14th.—At the request of the Grand Master, Brothers A. R. 
Dauncey, P.G.P.; A. W. Northover and A. B. Ballentine, Grand 
Secretary, met the Grand Master in the Grand Secretary’s office 
to discuss matters in an advisory capacity; the meeting was 
held at 10 a.m. To these Brothers, who so willingly gave of 
their time and experience in order to assist your Grand Master, 
I tender my sincere thanks. 

At 11 a m., called a meeting of the Home Fund Trustees in 
the Grand Secretary’s office to deal with matters requiring the 
attention of that body. 

Following this meeting, drove from Calgary to Medicine 
Hat via McLeod and Lethbridge on account of impassable roads 
east from Calgary. En route stopped at High River to discuss 
matters with D.D.G.M. Brother Powell, relative to District No. 9. 
Also called at Claresholm and Nanton but was unable to contact 
any of the members at either uoint 

At Lethbridge, contacted Brother Russell, D.D.G.M. of Dis¬ 
trict No. 4, re. matters pertinent to Lodges Nos. 71, 105 and 123, 
and then drove on to Medicine Hat, arriving there at 1:30 a.m. 

September 15th.—Held informal meeting with Brother E. A. Teel, 
D.D.G.M. of District No. 2, relative to matters in his District, 
especially re. Lodges Nos. 102, 69 and 156, from which it was 
possible to obtain information of value relative to certain compli¬ 
cations in this District. Brother Teel has been handicapped in 
his activities as D.D.G.M., due to his being engaged in Miltary 
Guard duties. As a result of our lengthy discussion, your Grand 
Master was placed in a position whereby he could proceed intel¬ 
ligently with certain arrangements. 

September 16th.—Accompanied by Brother Wm. Reid, P.G. of Medi¬ 
cine Hat Lodge No. 3, drove to Irvine and contacted the re¬ 
maining members of Irvine Lodge No. 69. This Lodge had not 
held a meeting for several years. General indifference on the 
part of one or two of the members has been the cause for loss 
of interest. I was able to contact only two of the Brothers in 
the village, the others (5) being engaged in harvesting and 
threshing operations throughout the district in various directions 
from the town in distances ranging from five to eleven miles 
distant. However, we drove to each of these and discussed con¬ 
ditions and from the opinions given am inclined to believe little 
or no hope can be held out for this Lodge. The majority of the 
members feel that an amalgamation with No. 3 would be best- 
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On returning to the Village and finding certain conditions of a 
loose nature prevalent and unable to receive a guarantee that 
such would discontinue, I suspended temporarily the Charter of 
Irvine Lodge No. 69 and taking into my possession, the Charter, 
three Rituals, and the Seal of the Lodge, which I later handed 
over to the Grand Secretary for safe keeping. The members 
promised to hold an informal meeting at an early date and 
advise the Grand Master what they propose to do, and on re¬ 
ceipt of this information a promise was made that a decision 
would be made as to what disposition would be made of the 
Charter and the re-establishment of the status of the Lodge, etc. 

Drove from Irvine to Walsh and took into custody the Char¬ 
ter of Cypre,ss Lodge No. 102, so that the same would he avail¬ 
able at Medicine Hat for the evening meeting at the latter 
point for the effecting of the ■> malgamatidn of these two Lodges 
on the terms as agreed upon as between themselves and in which 
I acquiesced and sanctioned. Returned to Medicine Hat at 
6:30 p.m. 

Accompanied by Brothers E. L Cope and M. S. Schroeder, 
P.G.M.’s, visited officially Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3 on the oc¬ 
casion of a Special Meeting called for the purpose of reviewing 
the terms of Amalgamation of Lodges Nos. 102 and 3 and for 
the purpose of Amalgamation during the visit of the Grand 
Master. 

Attendance at the meeting was not very large, but a repre¬ 
sentative gathering of the membership of both Lodges was evi¬ 
dent. 

The application for amalgamation by No. 102 with No. 3 
•was read, as were the terms of the agreement of amalgamation. 
Both these were agreed to and accepted by both Lodges. I then 
took into Official Custody, the Charter of Cypress Lodge No. 102 
and consummated the amalgamation. 

Medicine Hat Lodge No. 3 have a very efficient group of 
Officers and are to be complimented on their co-operative efforts. 
A small amount of discord is evident but I feel that the en¬ 
lightenment given on the matters discussed with the membership 
will clarify the misunderstandings and pave the way for har¬ 
monious relationships. 

September 17th.—In conjunction with action taken relative to the 
temoorary suspension of the Charter of Irvine Lodge I called 
on the Manager of the Royal Bank of Canada at Medicine Hat 
and placed a suspension against the Bank account of this Lodge 
until such time as the Charter is restored or the suspension 
made permanent. 

Accompanied by Brother E. L. Cope. P.G.M., and Brother 
Wm. Reid of Medicine Hat, drove to Winnifred for a Special 
Meeting with District No. 3, which was held under the direction 
of D.D.G.M. Brother C. Hodgson; a fair attendance. 

This District, while small, is fairly active. The members 
present from Winnifred and Bow Island Lodges are most sincere 
and their identity in their respective communities is well estab¬ 
lished. 
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Met with a Special Committee from Bow Island Lodge and 
discussed to some length with them certain difficulties which 
they are experiencing and as a result of this conference, an ar¬ 
rangement was arrived at which I feel is beneficial to the Lodge, 
if adopted, and will be the means of paving the way for unin¬ 
cumbered progressive activities. 

After the meeting a very enjoyable luncheon was served 
which tapered off the evening in fine shape and we then took our 
leave and returned to Medicine Hat. 

September 18th.—Drove from Medicine Hat to Etzikom to attend a 
Special Meeting of District No. 1. 

The meeting was well attended considering that most of 
the Brothers were in the middle of harvesting operations. This 
Lodge is well established financially and fraternally, is well 
respected in its community and its Officers are both capable 
and industrious. Progressive endeavor is evidenced on every 
hand. New members are possible but due to Militia Regulations 
it has been considered advisable at the moment, to move forward 
cautiously. I wish at this time to thank Brother Mowat and 
his good wife for the many kindnesses bestowed upon me while 
I was their guest. 

September 19th.—Drove from Etzikom to Bow Island to look over the 
situation which was discussed with the members of this Lodge 
at Winnifred, and in company with Brothers Carlson and Brown, 
acquired first hand information which confirmed the opinions 
formed when I met with the Committee. 

Drove from Bow Island to Vulcan to attend a Special Meet¬ 
ing of District No. 8 which had been called by D.D.G.M. Brother 
Brown to a.cccmmodate the Grand Master. Accompanied by 
D.D.G.M. Brother Brown; Brother E. G. McPherson, P.G.M., and 
Brother E. L. Parsons, Grand Herald, attended this Special 
Meeting which was held in the Lodge room of Samaritan Lodge 
No. 91. 

Conditions in general in this District are only fair. Samari¬ 
tan Lodge is very active and is an asset to any community and 
District. 

Milo and Lomond Lodges are almost dormant. Milo is 
struggling to overcome a tremendous handicap, a general re¬ 
organization has recently taken place and the Brothers are 
exerting every endeavor to regain their former standing. Financial 
difficulties have entered the picture, but I feel confident that 
with the leadership they now have they will come out on 
top and would recomimend every consideration be extended in 
order to assist them. 

Lomond’s trouble can be diagnosed as lack of interest which 
is confirmed by the general expressions of the citizens of the 
community. Concerted action is necessary here. 

During my stay in Vulcan I was the guest of' Brother Mc¬ 
Pherson and his family, and for the kindnesses and courtesies 
extended I am most appreciative. 

September 20th.—Drove from Vulcan to Lethbridge to attend a 
special District meeting held in Lodge room of Lethbridge No. 2 
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on their regular meeting night. 

On the occasion of this visitation I was attended by Brother 
H. Lowe, Grand Patriarch; Brother R. B. Morden, P.G.M.; Bro¬ 
ther J. H. Cousens, Grand Warden, and D.D.G.M. Brother W. R. 
Russell. 

A well attended, very inspiring and interesting meeting. 
Following the meeting a sumDtuous banquet was served. Con¬ 
ditions in this District are under the capable guidance and 
leadership of Brother Russell, a District Deputy who has left no 
stone unturned in order to fulful his duties as D.D.G.M. 

The conditions existing in the District outside of Lethbridge 
arc not as a result of inattention by the D.D.G.M. These have 
existed from several years, and it is impossible to clear the 
atmosphere in one term. 

Conditions at Picture Butte are not just what they should be; 
rumors of an amalgamation are in progress and definite action 
has been promised, one way or the other before the end of the 
term. 

Lees Creek seems to have faded from the picture entirely 
and it has been an impossibility to establish a contact here. 

Coalhurst No. 105. I was under the impression that this 
Lodge’s Charter had been reclaimed as I had been advised that 
“The Charter of this Lodge is now in the hands of Grand Lodge.” 
I was not aware of conditions as they exist here until I received 
notification from our Grand Secretary about the middle of De¬ 
cember advising me of the same. 

As I now view the situation relative to Lees Creek and 
Coalhurst, I consider it advisable that the entire matter of fur¬ 
ther action be placed in the hands of Grand Lodge to deal with, 
and accordingly am so referring it. 

September 21st.—Drove from Lethbridge to Banff, where a Special 
meeting of District No. 12 had been arranged by D.D.G.M. Bro¬ 
ther Geo. Sentance, in the Lodge room of Banff Lodge No. 48. 
Banff Lodge is m good hands and is very active. 

Canmore Lodge No. 38 seems to have run into difficulties 
of its own making and which will require some little time to 
iron out. Appointed Brother C. A. Davis to act in conjunction 
with Brother Sentance in an endeavor to re-establish unity be¬ 
tween the members. 

September 22nd.—Drove from Banff to Jasper and home. 

September 27th.—Attended special joint fraternal family night meet¬ 
ing staged jointly by Edmonton Lodge No. 30 and Maple Leaf 
Rebekah Lodge in Edmonton No. 30 Lodge Hall. The meeting 
/was well attended by Odd Fellows, Rebekahs, friends and child¬ 
ren. Eighty-five persons were present and enjoyed a special pro¬ 
gramme which consisted of Travelogue talking pictures and in¬ 
strumentals, followed by a sumptuous supper. Am advised that 
tNamayo Lodge No. 47 and Jewel Rebekah Lodge propose to 
stage a similar function on Monday, September 30th. 

October 7th.—Drove from Jasper to Edson to attend regular meeting 
of Edson Lodge No. 92, to ascercain and obtain first hand infor-

mation relative to the D.D.G.M. requesting a withdrawal card. 
Interest in the Lodge work here much improved since last visit. 

Petty jealousies have been prevalent and to some extent 
have retarded the progress of the Lodge. I reclaimed the Trav¬ 
elling Gavels which had been presented to Edson No. 92 on June 
1st, and which had been put away and forgotten about. 

Was unable to locate the fracture between the D.D.G.M. and 
the Lodge and at the insistence of the Lodge promised to again 
visit Edson and make a personal contact with the D.D.G.M. 

Drove to Jasper, arriving home at 3:15 a.m. 

October 18th.—Drove to Edson and was afforded a one and one-half 
hour interview with the D.D.G.M., at which time he tendered his 
resignation, which was refused. It is felt as a result of the 
interview, have been able to accomplish something worth while. 
The exchanges of confidences and understanding which now 
exists between the members and the D.D.G.M. as a result of 
intercedenee, will result in more harmonious relationships in the 
Lodge and similarly in private relations among the members. 
It is felt that the results obtained fully compensate for the 
efforts expended. 

November 1st.—Drove from Jasper to Edmonton where Brother O. S. 
Martin, P.G.M., joined me and we travelled to Wetaskiwin for 
the District Meeting of District No. 25. 

Meeting was well attended by members from Ponoka, Mil- 
lett. Wetaskiwin, and five faithful Brothers from Edmonton. 

Brother Holben, D.D.G.M., capably handled the meeting. 
Matters of considerable import to the. District were discussed. 

Millet Lodge is rather weak and there does not seem to be 
much that can be done to revive the interest there even though 
numerous appeals have b.een extended. The newly nominated 
succeeding D.D.G.M. has a very interesting programme drafted 
out and if he is able to carry it to a conclusion there should be 
a revival of activity in this district in general. 

November 2nd.—With Brother Martin as a guide, we drove to Red 
Deer where, according to a pre-arrangedt schedule we met Dep¬ 
uty Grand Master, Brother Lount, and Brother Lohrke of B'ei- 
seker, who accompanied us to Eckville where we contacted sev¬ 
eral of the Brothers of the Lodge there. Activities of this Lodge 
have been NIL for over six years. After ascertaining that there 
were no hopes, for a revival of interest here we made a search 
for the belongings of the. Lodge. We found the Charter in the 
attic of the-. Creamery, in, a very ailapitated condition. Accord¬ 
ing to information received from the owner of the building we 
learned that all the books of the Lodge had been destroyed by 
rats and mice and were discarded. The regalia had been loaned 
to Clive Lodge and was presently located at Clive, I reclaimed 
the Charter and placed a suspension against the bank account 
until I could get back to my office and confirm in writing to the 
manager of the bank the action that had been taken. 

Drove from Eckyille to Rocky Mountain House to investi¬ 
gate a very unsatisfactory condition which had been in existence 
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for some years, and which it had been most difficult to diagnose 
by either contact or correspondence. 

We arrived at Rocky Mountain House at 4 p.m. and after 
some difficulty we contacted Brother Wm. Ellenburgh, the last 
installed Secretary, who had been advised by telegraph on Octo¬ 
ber 31st, that we would be in Mountain House Saturday p.m. 
Brother Ellenburgh immediately contacted nine of the members 
of the Lodge who promised to attend an informal meeting. Five 
members responded, none of whom were in good standing. 

The endeavors made by the Grand Master to establish con¬ 
tact with the Lodge were recited and Brother Ellenburgh denied 
receipt of correspondence until it wap explained that tracers had 
been placed through the Postal service. Caustic and defiant 
attitudes were expressed and from the general attitude and 
expressions it was readily seen that in so far as Grand Lodge 
is concerned, it did not exist with the members here and they 
were determined to run their own show. In view of the attitude 
as expressed, and the inability in the past to establish contact, 
and have recognition given to the request of Grand Lodge and 
their refusal to comply, I reclaimed the Charter and effects of 
Rocky Mountain House Lodge No. 120. Appointed an agent to 
handle the collection of rentals from the Hall, etc. After I had 
reclaimed the Charter and effects, the Brothers pleaded for a 
respite of six months, in which time they considered it would be 
possible to revive interest and go to work as a Lodge, I assured 
them that if they were genuine in their statements, and could 
produce evidence of their sincerity within six months no effort 
would be made to offer the hall for sale for a period of six months 
and they could apply to Grand Lodge for the reinstatement of 
their Charter. 

November 3rd.—Left Rocky Mountain House at Midnight en route to 
Edmonton, but due to sleet and ice storm was compelled to stop 
at Ponoka and spend what remained of the night there. 

November 4th.—Accompanied by Brother Martin, P.G.M., drove from 
Edmonton to Kill am to attend the District Meeting of District 
No. 23. Due to a heavy snow storm which blocked the roads, 
some members from Lougheed and Czar .were unable to be 
present, there were however, 45 members present at the meeting 
over which Brother Caskey, D.D.G.M. presided, and which did 
not conclude until 3 a.m. The initiatory degree was conferred 
on one candidate by a Degree Team of Killam and Hardisty 
Lodges in a very impressive manner. 

Conditions in this District are progressive and encouraging. 
Losses in membership due to enlistments is noticeable. 

I feel that some system of instruction for our District Offi¬ 
cers would be beneficial to the District and at the same time, of 
considerable assistance to our Grand Secretary in maintaining 
statistical records. 

November 5th.—Left Killam at 3 a.m. for Edmonton, but due to heavy 
snow and bad roads was compelled to spend the balance of the 
night at Camrose, from where we drove to Edmonton later in the 
day to attend the District Meeting of District No. 29 which was 
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presided over by Brother R. E. Leppard, D.D.G.M., in a very 
capable manner. 

District No. 29 suffered lack of representation similarly to 
District No. 23 due to inclement weather. 

Ryley Lodge representatives could not get through on ac¬ 
count of blockage of the roads by snow. 

This District, like others, ,:as its weak spots. Fort Lodge 
No. 14 to all appearances seems to have lost interest; Advance 
No. 97 is unfortunate in that the majority of its membership is 
employed in the running trades of the Railway service, and regu¬ 
lar meetings are something of a hardship. There is, however, here 
a very friendly spirit between all the members of the Lodge and 
their financial condition places them in what might be classed as 
an independent category. They are ever ready to assist in any 
endeavor, but attendance at meetings is their handicap. 

November 6th.—With Brother Martin, P.G.M., again acting as Navi¬ 
gator, we drove from Edmonton to Irma, calling en route at 
Ryley where we renewed acquaintance with the Solberg Brothers 
and others and included a visitation to Brother Hays who has 
been confined to his hospital bed for several weeks. 

On arrival at Irma contacted the Secretary in an endeavor 
to ascertain why it was not possible to obtain replies to corres¬ 
pondence and to ascertain if the Brothers of the Irma Lodge had 
implemented their promise given on the last visitation, “to 
revive interest and hold meetings.” Your Grand Master was 
flatly informed that it was never the intention to go to work at 
the time the promise was given nor was it the intention in the 
future to revive the interest in the Lodge work, but it was the 
intention to stall along for a period of time until a goodly number 
of the members were eligible for veteran jewels and they would 
then deplete the treasury to its limit to purchase these and let 
Grand Lodge have that which remained. 

Upon receipt of this statement, I immediately reclaimed the 
Charter and certain of the books of Irma Lodge, taking possess¬ 
ion of two Savings Certficates of a value of One hundred dollars 
each and an insurance policy on the regalia which expires Dec¬ 
ember 15th, 1940. 

The regalia of Irma Lodge is presently loaned to Wainwright 
Lodge No. 45 and which Lodge has been instructed through the 
Grand Secretary’s office to offer a tender on, or forward same 
to Grand Lodge. 

I placed a suspension upon the bank account, which is car¬ 
ried with the Bank of Montreal at Wainwright, and which has 
since been closed out and the bank’s form of money transfer for¬ 
warded to the Grand Secretary for deposit. 

Drove from Irma to Minburn, across country, over almost 
impassable roads and through a snow storm in sub-zero weather, 
to attend the District Meeting of District No. 27, arriving half 
an hour late for the meeting. 

The Initiatory Degree was conferred on a class of candidates 
in the most impressive manner which it has been my pleasure to 
witness, and by a team of very young members. 
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Following the regular Lodge meeting, the gavel was turn¬ 
ed over to Brother Larcombe, D.D.G.M., to conduct the District 
Meeting. 

Due to the bad roads, representatives from Xnnisfree and 
Vegreville were unable to attend, resulting in the postponement 
of the business of the District to some later date. 

A programme of general and progressive discussion was 
substituted for the District Meeting, and the interest in the wel¬ 
fare of the District, as exhibited by the members present can 
be assumed to be the reason for the success of Minburn Lodge. 

Innisfree and Vegreville Lodges are not very active and the 
loss of interest can be attributed to the fact that a considerable 
number of their members have enlisted and left the District. 

Following the meeting we were banqueted in royal manner, 
and at the invitation of Brother Larcombe to be his guests dur¬ 
ing our stay in Minburn, we drove to his home where we spent 
a comfortable night while a severe storm raged in the district. 

November 7th.—Drove from Minburn to Edmonton, stopping en route 
at Vegreville where we were able to contact Brothers Brown 
and Warren from whom we learned first hand re. conditions of 
Mount Pleasant Lodge. 

Lack of interest among the members of one of the most 
progressive Lodges in the Province is the matter of some con¬ 
cern and before we left Vegreville, Brothers Brown and Warren 
assured me they would both get into the harness and endeavor 
to revive interest in the Lodge. 

Arrived, in Edmonton in time to attend District meeting of 
Rebekah District No. 2, and which I had been invited to 
attend, and was afforded the pleasure of accompanying Sister 
Williams, President; Sister Sorensen, D.D.P.; several Past Presi¬ 
dents and Grand Lodge Officers to the meeting. Sister Soren¬ 
son presided over one of the most educational meetings it has 
been my privilege to attend, and I most sincerely hope that the 
Brothers in attendance took note of “Just what is required to 
create interest.’’ Following the meeting, we were treated to a 
gorgeous supper. 

November 8th.—Was scheduled to attend District Meeting of District 
No. 28, but due to the fact that D.D.G.M. Brother Halkesworth 
had enlisted and tendered his resignation, which was not received 
until November 4th. no definite arrangements had been made by 
the District for a meeting. I appointed Brother Wm. Dawson 
to complete the remaining period of time as D.D.G.M. vice Bro¬ 
ther Halkesworth. 

Drove from Edmonton to Jasper and Home. 

November 28th.—Travelled to Edmonton in response to an invita¬ 
tion from Beaver Rebekah Lodge at Calder on the occasion of 
their Annual Roll Call and was again pleased to accompany our 
President on her Official Visitation. 

The Beavers are very busy and are an enthusiastic group of 
Sisters who are associated with every form of community work. 
It was gratifying to note the large number of Brothers present 
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and the part they are playing by lending their assistance for a 
worthy cause. 

December 12th.—Travelled to Edmonton in company with Brother F. 
A. Lount, Deputy Grand Master; Grand Conductor Browning; 
and Past Grand Masters McCallum, Brown, Sorenson; and Bro¬ 
thers Wilson and Dawson, P.G.P.’s. Visited Officially EdmOnton 
Lodge No. 30, and attended District Meeting of District No. 28, 
presided over by Special Deputy, Brother Wm. Dawson, P.G.P. 
The meeting was fairly well representative of the Lodges of the 
District, considering the weather and road conditions. Some of 
the Lodges in this District are not very progressive, this condi¬ 
tion is due mainly to the loss cf interest by the principal officers 
of the Lodges which has an adverse effect on the Lodges them¬ 
selves. 

Lamont Lodge, while carrying on, are handicapped due to 
the members being associated with Militia duties. Fort Lodge 
is indifferent. Waskatenau Lodge is handicapped geographically 
and due to bad road conditions find it rather difficult to frater¬ 
nize with the other Lodges in the District. They are, however, 
putting forth a wonderful effort and should receive every possi¬ 
ble encouragement. 

It was pleasing to note that District No. 28, on this occa¬ 
sion, added two new members by initiation, and the degree was 
conferred in a very impressive manner. 

21. DISTRICT MEETINGS 

I have endeavored to the best of my ability to attend as many 
of the District Meetings as was possible during the term, and I am 
indeed indebted to the D.D.G.M.’s who have co-operated so willingly 
in the setting of the dates of their District Meetings in order that 
I might be afforded the opportunity of visiting wth these Lodges 
during the course of their deliberations as a result of their year’s ac¬ 
tivities. 

While, as I have said above, I appreciate the kindly gesture on 
the part of some of our D.D.G.M.’s in arranging their District meet¬ 
ings, I do feel, however, that some form of set-up by Grand Lodge 
should be drafted whereby it would be possible to gain, for the Grand 
Master, a closer contact with the Districts, and in this regard would 
like to see an arrangement whereby the District meeting dates 
could be planned by the Officers of Grand Lodge in such a manner 
that they could be apportioned so that representation at all meetings 
of the Districts could be assured. 

22. RECOMMENDATIONS 

Under this heading I feel that I am justified in putting forward 
several recommendations and all of which have been given the utmost 
consideration and careful thought, and are not made with the intent 
of casting reflections on any one. These recommendations, if adopted, 
I feel would serve a useful purpose from several angles and at the 
same time bring Grand Lodge into closer relationship with our 
Subordinate Lodges. 
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Greater use should be made of the Grand Secretary’s Office. He 
should be the one that, when need be, visit the delinquent Lodges. 
No one can be as easily and accurately informed of the activities and 
conditions of a Lodge, no matter how close an observer any other 
member might be. The Grand Secretary is in a better position than 
anyone else to recommend action in the event of failure to carry out 
the purpose for which a Lodge is formed. The closer contact that 
would thus be established would at the outset of delinqency be the 
possible means of eliminating the unpleasant procedure of reclaiming 
Charters, which as the result of indifference and lack of knowledge of 
the work and accounting has been responsible for so many of our 
Lodges slipping away from us. Another point, and the most impor¬ 
tant of all, The Grand Secretary is not usually a man trying to per¬ 
form a task at someone’s office, or at some other occupation requir¬ 
ing daily attendance. These are considerations which should not be 
set lightly aside. 

That, as the abstract of the financial returns of the individual 
Lodges at present shown in the Grand Lodge proceedings is obsolete 
and does not reflect a true condition of affairs, a new form be com¬ 
piled. whereby the Grand Lodge may have for statistical and other 
purposes a proper statement of ALL ASSETS and LIABILITIES of 
each Lodge, values shall be on a sound basis in every case. Would 
suggest that copies of the forms in use in the Province of Ontario 
be procured and examined, and am of the opinion that this form, 
with some slight alterations would best serve our purpose. 

That a printed form be furnished the Grand Masters, to be filled 
out bj' them when making their official visits to the Lodges. These com¬ 
pleted forms would be placed by them before the Committee on State 
of the Order for report to Grand Lodge 

That the Elective Officers perform certain specific work during 
their term of office that they may be better informed concerning the 
requirements of the Order before they occupy the Office of Grand 
Master. Our present system, while it has met with a certain degree 
of success is one entirely of option and willingness to serve and is 
not systematic, and in connection with this recommendation I res¬ 
pectfully offer the following suggestions. 

(a) The Grand Treasurer might make a careful study and sur¬ 
vey of the financial structure of Grand Lodge and of the Subordinate 
Lodges and acquaint the Grand Master and Grand Secretary of 
his findings and thus be able to offer constructive plans and advice 
to the Grand Master which he in turn can use for the advance¬ 
ment of the Subordinate Lodges. 

(b) The Grand Warden, by attending meetings of the Boards, 
Associations and Committees, relating to the Order would greatly 
improve his knowledge of these very valuable branches, and co¬ 
operate with the Deputy Grand Master and Grand Master in the 
matter of systematic visitations. 

(c) The Deputy Grand Master should be Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee of Laws of Subordinates, acquaint himself with the Laws of 
the Order, have supervision of the D.D.G.M.’s and assist them in 
planning their work for efficient service. 
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(d) That the Grand Secretary have compiled and ready for pre¬ 
sentation to the incoming Grand Master and Deputy Grand Master, 
a report of the condition of every Lodge in the Jurisdiction, to¬ 
gether with such explanatory remarks as would he deemed of 
value to these officers, thus assuring a closer immediate personal 
contact as between the principal Officers and the Lodges under 
their supervision. 


23. TRAVELLING GAVELS 

Rule 6, of the rules governing the Travelling Gavels cannot be 
complied with in its entirety at this time as a complete history of 
visitations has not been supplied by the Lodges, but for the purpose 
of record the following is the information presently on hand.

Presented by D.D.G.M., District No. 35 to Edson Lodge No. 92. 

Reclaimed by Grand Master from Edson No. 92 and presented to 
Ponoka Lodge No. 11.

As I am about to surrender the gavel of my Office, I am wonder¬ 
ing what I have left undone that should have been performed? If 
such there be, it is too late now for me to complete, for my term is 
almost finished, but I will willingly lend a hand to my successor to 
carry on.

To my elective and appointive Officers, I am indebted for their 
kindly co-operation and consideration, knowing as I well do that my 
thoughts and ideas were not always in agreement with theirs. In 
common, we had but one objective, the advancement of Odd Fellow¬ 
ship. To the many active Past Masters, I am indebted for much 
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timely assistance and advice. To Brother Sorenson, P.G.M., my sin- 
cerest appreciation for your many kindnesses, direction and guidance 
over the roughened spots which we all must travel in our Service to 
others, and to our Deputy Grand Master, my warmest thanks for 
your wonderful spirit of co-operation and assistance, the limit of 
which only ourselves know.

29 to know that I sincerely appreciate their loyaltv and willingness 
at all times to assist me in my responsibilities as Grand Master.

I am most anxious that all matters be 
carefully and fully considered. That each Representative feel free 
to express himself at all times, bearing in mind that there ere others 
who have opinions to offer, and that in order to facilitate and expe¬ 
dite the business of Grand Lodge, no personal prejudices should 
be tolerated. 

So, in surrendering the burdens and responsibilities of office, I 
do not expect universal commendation, but I trust that all will re¬ 
cognize and agree, whether right or wrong, I have worked earnestly 
and conscientiously for what I believe is right and best for the 
future of our great Fraternity in Alberta. 

My report is finished. Before I become a “has-been”, however. 
X desire to assure you that I shall always treasure and recall with 
pleasure and pride, the honor you conferred upon me when you 
elected me as your leader, and the interesting as well as educational 
term I have spent with you as your Grand Master.

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Report of Deputy Grand Master 


To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 


Brothers: 

I am approaching the end of my term of office as Deputy Grand 
Master and it is now time that I report to you my activities so far. 

First may I say that I have enjoyed my work very much and 
have received from the Grand Lodge Officers their kind and most 
helpful co-operation for which I wish to thank them very much. 

On all my visitations to the Subordinate Lodges I was received 
with the kindest hospitality and I have endeavored to encourage the 
members of our Subordinate Lodges to assume with greater enthusi¬ 
asm and determination than ever before, the necessity of holding 
our Lodges intact, and manifesting the spirit of brotherliness in this 
world of conflict and strife. 

May I again thank you for the honor of having represented the 
Jurisdiction as Deputy Grand Master of our Order. 

The following are visitations made during my term of office: 

March 19th—Visited Acme Lodge No. 65. I found this Lodge in 
splendid condition financially. The books are well kept and the 
Lodge is in a very healthy condition throughout. The roads 
were very bad but still there were about thirty brothers present. 

March 28th.—Visited Three Hills Lodge No. 112. Lodge opened at 
8 p.m. sharp. After the business was taken care of Lodge was 
closed. At this time many of the members of Prairie Rose 
Rebekah Lodge No. Ill of Acme and Golden Sheaf Rebekah 
Lodge No. 50 of Three Hills, visited the Lodge. The Subordinate 
Lodges of Acme No. 65, Beiseker No. 84, and Sunnyslope No. 57, 
were well represented. After the banquet I had the pleasure of 
addressing this representative audience and the honor of present¬ 
ing six brothers of the Three Hills Lodge with Veteran Jewels. 
Three Hills is a very good Lodge, well attended by both old and 
new members. It is in very good condition financially and doing 
splendid work. 

April 3rd.—I visited Beiseker Lodge No. 84. This is my home Lodge 
and I can assure you that the Brothers gave me a royal welcome. 

NOTE:—During the month of April and part of the month of May 
it was impossible to make any visitations as the roads in our 
district were impassable due to wet weather. 
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May 16th.—Visited Sunnyslope Lodge No. 57. Sunnyslope Lodge No. 
57 is very active, with both young and older members taking a 
keen interest. 

June 10th.—Left Beiseker at 10:30 a.m. for Calgary, from there Bro¬ 
ther Murray Saunders, P.G.M., accompanied me. We drove to 
Bellevue and saw some of the Brothers there. On the same day 
drove to Blairmore and interviewed some of the Brothers at 
this point. We then came back to Bellevue and visited Lodge 
No. 118 that night. This was their regular meeting night. The 
meeting was very well attended and an atmosphere of deep in¬ 
terest in the work was exemplified. This Lodge is in good con¬ 
dition, financially and otherwise. At 9:30 p.m. Rebekah Ray of 
Hope Lodge No. 67 of Bellevue visited this Lodge and I had the 
pleasure of meeting more than twenty of them. I was really 
impressed and very much pleased with the activities of the 
Rebekah Lodge. After the meeting we went back to Blairmore 
for the night. 

June 11th.—We spent the afternoon at Blairmore to the best ad¬ 
vantage, leaving about 3 p.m. for Lethbridge and visited Viaduct 
Lodge No. 53 in the evening. Many of the Brothers from Lodge 
No. 2 were present, some from Mountain View Lodge No. 4, at 
Macleod, and some from Picture Butte No. 71. The D.D.G.M. was 
present at this meeting and gave us an outline of the activities 
of his district and I am glad to report very favorably of my 
visit. The second degree was conferred on a Brother at this 
time. 

June 12th.—I visited several Brothers at Lethbridge and after lunch 
I drove to Macleod, still accompanied by Brother Saunders, and 
visited many of the Brothers there. In the evening we drove 
to Waterton Lakes for the night as there was no meeting we 
could attend. 

June 13th.—Left Waterton Lakes and drove to Pincher Creek for 
lunch, after lunch we went to Cowley and I think we had one of 
our most important meetings at Cowley that afternoon. This 
Lodge has not been meeting for some time. I met the Recording 
Secretary in his office. After he explained the condition of their 
Lodge, he called in the Treasurer and other members. This 
Lodge is not in debt but seems to be passing through one of 
those depressing cycles that has been the experience of many 
Lodges. They decided to call a meeting, notify every member 
on their books and decide whether they wished to carry on their 
own Lodge or come to some agreement whereby they could 
return their Charter and become members of the Provincial 
Lodge or transfer to Pincher Creek or some other Lodge more 
convenient to them. 

In the evening I visited Pincher Creek Lodge No. 5. This 
was the largest meeting I had, being well attended by the mem¬ 
bers of their own Lodge, also members from Bellevue Lodge No. 
118. Pincher Creek Lodge No. 5 is exceptionally strong and is 
taking in candidates frequently. They dispensed with the second 
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and third degree in order to give the time to the visiting mem¬ 
bers. I was greatly impressed vith this meeting. 

June 14th.—Brother Saunders and I left Pincher Creek at 8 a.m. for 
Calgary. On our way back to Calgary we stopped at Clares- 
holm, Cayley and High River and contacted Brothers at each 
place. 

October 9th.—Went to Calgary and stayed over-night to be there for 
early morning train for Vanguard, Sask. 

October 10th.—On the request of the Grand Master, Brother Clarke, 
I represented the Grand Master and the Grand Lodge of Alberta 
at a meeting at Vanguard, Saskatchewan. The meeting was in 
honor of Grand Sire Hagerman, and many Brothers from the 
States across the border attended as well. 

I left Calgary on the morning train at 7 a.m., arrived at 
Swift Current at 4:20 p.m. and was met there by Brother Roth, 
P.G.M.; met the Grand Sire at the Healy Hotel and from there 
Brother Roth drove Brother Hagerman and me to Vanguard for 
the meeting. 

Vanguard has a new Lodge hall in which we met just, more 
or less, to get acquainted. From the hall we went to one of the 
largest theatres in town, which we used for the main meeting. 
The meeting was well-attended. Grand Sire Hagerman was the 
main speaker, Brother Ole Flaten, P.G.M. of Montana also spoke, 
and I, as the representative from Alberta, also addressed the 
meeting. 

At the conclusion of the meeting we were taken to another 
hall where a banquet dinner was served. This was one of the 
largest and best meetings in Odd Fellowship I have ever 
attended. 

After the banquet Brother Roth, Brother Hagerman and I 
started back for Swift Current and got there just in time for 
Brother Hagerman to board the train for Chicago at 4:30 a.m. 

November 2nd.—I left Beiseker at 6 a.m. to meet the Grand Master 
at Red Deer to accompany him to Rocky Mountain House. En 
route we stopped at Eckville and lifted the Charter of that Lodge 
and arrived at Rocky Mountain House about 1 p.m. 

A full report of Lodge No. 120 at Rocky Mountain House will 
be found in the Grand Master’s Report. Suffice to say that 
though difficult and unpleasant we accomplished the work for 
which we set out. The Charter of this Lodge was lifted, together 
with all Lodge belongings and we returned to Red Deer at about 
12:30 midnight and got home 5:15 Sunday morning, November 
3rd. 

;November 19th.—On instructions from the Grand Master I visited the 
officers of Milo Lodge No. 154. I expected to have the privilege 
of visiting the lodge but found the meeting had been held the 
night before. I spent some time with Brother Jones, N.G., and 
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Brother Phillips, R.S., when we discussed the financial situation 
of this Lodge and received from the said officers a 
promise to carry out their obligations according to the 
plans that they had arrived at and which seemed fair and 
equitable. 

While this Lodge is not a very strong one, financially, and 
have quite a burden to carry, I believe if the Lodge itself was 
more active these difficulties in time would be overcome. 

My full report of this visit will be found on the Grand 
Master’s file. 

November 21st.—I attended District Meeting of District No. 19, at 
Bowden. The meeting was quite well represented by the three 
Lodges of the District, namely: 

Waskasoo No. 16, 

Bowden No. 31, 

Penhold No. 98. 

I was much impressed by the keen interest shown by the 
members, as well as the efficient manner in which the young 
officers conducted the meeting. I also noted that, while the 
officers were very young and efficient, the older members were 
well in attendance, too. 

The R.S.N.G. of the Bowden Lodge is wearing a fifty-year 
Jewel. 

Brother C. F. Weisgerber accompanied me on this trip and 
we enjoyed the meeting very much. 

November 25th—I attended the regular meeting of Drumheller Lodge 
No. 111. There were only about a dozen at the meeting owing to 
the fact that there was an ice carnival in town. However we 
had a very good meeting and the Brothers assured me that as 
a usual thing the Lodge was very well attended. They were 
reviewing Degree Work and intended to put on the Initiatory 
at their next meeting. Brother Gill, Special D.D.G.M. of Dis¬ 
trict No. 15, gave a full report of his activities which was well 
received and while the District, as a whole, is not as good as 
we would like it, it is still such that we can hope for satisfactory 
improvement. On this visit I was acedmpanied by Brother 
Weatherly, P.N.G. 

December 3rd.—I attended the Fourteenth Annual Roll Call of High 
River Lodge No. 22 and Harmony Rebekah Lodge No. 11, at 
High River on December 3rd, and represented Grand Lodge as 
the Grand Master had advised me of his inability to attend. 

I found this a very interesting meeting, all of which I 
enjoyed very much, even to the wonderful turkey dinner. 

I also contacted members of Cayley No. 103, Plainview No. 
106 and Lethbridge No. 2. 
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December 9th.—Visited Stettler Dodge No. 32 on this date. The 
attendance was not as good as I expected but there was plenty of 
interest shown and I had a very splendid visit. The Stettler 
Brothers are wearing the finest regalia I have ever seen and, 
believe me, it certainly adds to the dignity of the Dodge. The 
Stettler Brothers are interested in their town and in the welfare 
of the citizens of the town and district, and are a great asset 
to that community. 

December 10th.—I visited a number of the Brothers at Erskine of 
Dodge No. 58. This is really a good Dodge; the members all 
seemed very interested and are showing very creditable work. 
They have a splendid hall and are comfortably situated fin¬ 
ancially. 

December 10th.—I spent some time in Alix and rounded up a number 
of the Brothers and while this Dodge is by no means strong T 
was given to understand that they were now meeting regularly 
and they thought it possible to get back to par through the 
winter months.

DECISIONS 

The Grand Sire rendered eighteen decisions during his term of 
office. Reference is hereby made to only those which may be of 
interest to this Jurisdiction. Incidentally these decisions have been 
approved of by Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
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Derision No. 1 (Ontario) 

Question: In view of the provisions of Article XXII, Chapter 1 of 
the Code of General Laws and Article 1, Section 3; Article V, 
Sections 1 and 2, and Article VII, Section 7 of the adopted and 
approved By-Laws of said Educational Foundation, is it per¬ 
missible to use any portion of the principal of the Trust Fund 
for the payment of expenses of administration of said Founda¬ 
tion ? 

Answer: No. 

Decision No. 3 (New Hampshire) 

Question: Can a Brother who is now suspended but who, previous 
to suspension had been a member of the Order for more than 
forty years, be re-instated and then placed on the non-contribut¬ 
ing list? 

Answer: No. 

Decision No. 4 (Alberta) 

Question: Does that portion of Section 507, Code of General Laws, 
which reads, “Shall be entitled to the passwords, fraternal fel¬ 
lowship, the right to hold office and to vote in the body in 
which such membership is held,” limit the privileges and rights 
of a non-contributing member to those enumerated and thereby, 
(a) debar him from being entitled to receive sick benefit, and (b) 
debar his widow and orphans, upon his decease, from being en¬ 
titled to receive funeral benefit and widows’ and orphans’ bene¬ 
fits and (c) debar others provided by our laws from being en¬ 
titled to receive funeral expense ? 

Answer: (a) Yes. (b) Yes. (c) Yes. Unquestionably Section 
507, Code of General Laws, limits a member who shall become 
a non-contributing member under its provisions to the rights 
and privileges enumerated therein, which are the password, 
fraternal fellowship, and the right to hold office and vote in the 
body in which his membership is held. 

Decision No. 5 (Minnesota) 

Question: Should the officers of the joint installation installing 
staffs be addressed by the titles as printed in the ceremony even 
though they be not such officers, or should they be addressed as 

I District Deputy Grand Master, District Deputy President, etc., 

as the case may be ? 

Answer: No. If they are not in fact the Grand Master or Assembly 
President they should not be addressed as such but should be 
addressed by the title which they do actually hold. 

Decision No. 8 (Quebec) 

Question: Does the provisions of Section 509.2, providing for 
Associate Membership, extend to the Rebekah branch of Odd 
Fellowship ? 
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Answer: Yes, provided the Grand Lodge of your Jurisdiction has 
provided, by appropriate legislation, for Rebekah Associate Mem¬ 
bership in your Jurisdiction. 

Decision No. 15 (Kentucky) 

Question: Can a Subordinate Lodge contribute any of its funds 
to the Red Cross? 

Answer: Yes, if in accordance with amendment to Section 321 of 
General Laws of 1931. “Section 321—That upon enactment of 
appropriate legislation by a Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment, 
the Subordinate Bodies under its Jurisdiction may by By-laws 
provide for expenditures not in excess of 10% of receipts from ad¬ 
missions and Degree fees and dues, and of revenue from invested 
funds in any financial term, for relief of distress either within 
or outside the Order.” 

LEGISLATION ADOPTED BY SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE 
Substitute for Bill No. 1 

A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by repealing Section 
482—Deaf, Dumb and Blind Ineligible; 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
Section 482 of the Code of General Laws be and is hereby repealed. 

Bill 12 

Number of Lodges and Encampments Necessary: 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
Section 341 of the Code of General Laws be amended by the addition 
of the following: 

“Provided however, that no Grand Encampment Charter shall 
be issued on the North American Continent unless there be not less 
than 3,000 Subordinate Lodge members enrolled under a Grand Lodge 
for the same State, District, Territory or Province,” so that when 
the Section is amended it shall read as follows: 

Section 341. Number of Lodges and Encampments Necessary. 
When 10 or more Subordinate Lodges or 5 or more Encampments, 
having in the aggregate, seven or more Fast Grands or Past Chief 
Patriarchs in good standing, shall exist in any State, District, Terri¬ 
tory or Province where a Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment has 
not been established they shall be entitled to organize and cause ap¬ 
plication to be made to the Sovereign Grand Lodge for a Charter for 
a Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment; provided however, that no 
Grand Encampment Charter shall be issued on the North American 
Continent unless there be not less than 3,000 Subordinate Lodge Mem¬ 
bers enrolled under a Grand Lodge for the same State, District, Ter¬ 
ritory or Province.” 

Bill 15 

Effect of Suspension of Charter: 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
the Code of General Laws be amended by the addition of a new sec¬ 
tion to be numbered and entitled "Section 360. 1. Effect of Suspen¬ 
sion of Charter.” 

"Section 360. 1. Effect of Suspension of Charter. When the 
Charter of a Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment shall be suspended, 
the Grand Body working under such Charter shall become dormant and 
shall not be entitled to representation at the next ensuing session 
of Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 

Bill 16 

Qualifications for Grand Lodge Officers: 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
Section 407 of the Code of General Laws be amended by the addition 
of the following: 

“Provided further, that Grand Lodges may, by the adoption of 
appropriate legislation, require their elective officers to be members 
in good standing of the Royal Purple Degree at the time of their 
election and throughout their term of office. 

Bill 22 

A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by the repealing of 
Sections 323 and 327 and re-enacting Section 323 thereof: 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
the Code of General Laws be amended by repealing Sections 323 and 
327 and reenacting Section 323, so that said Section when so reenact¬ 
ed will read as follows: 

"Section 323. Special Contingent Fund. Subordinate Lodges and 
Rebekah Lodges may, subject to the laws and regulations of their 
respective Grand Bodies and after providing for the payment of all 
legitimate and proper expenses and the discharge of all fraternal 
obligations, set aside not exceeding twenty-five per cent of their 
income from all sources, exclusive of that from special trust funds, 
to be used in defraying such incidental expenses as will tend to carry 
out and exemplify the spirit of Odd Fellowship and advance its inter¬ 
est, the relief of distress within or without the Order or for some 
worthy charity or community activity which would emphasize the 
broad spirit and general principles of Odd Fellowship.” 

“The provisions of this Section are extended to the Subordinate 
Lodges and Rebekah Lodges under the immediate supervision of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 

Bill 23 

A Bill to amend the Code of General Laws by repealing and re¬ 
enacting Section 318 thereof: 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
the Code of General Laws be amended by repealing and reenacting 
Section 318 so that said Section when so reenacted shall read as 
follows: 
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“Section 318. May Appropriate—How. The Subordinate Bodies 
of the Order shall have the right to contr ol their own financial affairs 
and to determine the propriety of appropriating their funds for all 
purposes recognized by the Order, but this discretion shall be exer¬ 
cised in a reasonable manner, and Grand Bodies shall enact such 
laws and regulations and shall exercise such supervision over their 
Subordinates as may be necessary, to prevent excessive and improper 
appropriations and expenditures and to otherwise conserve their 
funds so that the ability to meet ihei-- obligations may not be im¬ 
paired.” 

Substitute for Bill 27 

A Bill to Amend the Code of General Laws by adding a New 
Article thereto: 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE, that 
the Code of General Laws be amended by repealing the Bill adopted 
at the 1939 session and found on page 187 of the 1939 Journal and 
enacting in lieu thereof a new article to be numbered and entitled Ar¬ 
ticle XXIII. Members in Military Service, and to read as follows: 




"Article XXHI. Members in Military Service. Section 1. That 
Grand Bodies be, and are hereby authorized and empowered to raise 
and collect by assessments upon Subordinate Bodies or Members, by 
voluntary contributions or by such other means as they may see :it 
to adopt, a fund sufficient and adequate for the purposes of paying 
to any Subordinate Body dues which may hereafter accrue against 
members thereof who may be in the military, naval or air forces 
while so serving. Where a Grand Body does not take any action to 
provide for such fund, a Subordinate Body is authorized to remit 
dues of a member for the time while so serving, notwithstanding 
any other provision of this Code of General Laws. 

“Section 2. No member of the Order while hereafter serving in 
the military, naval or air force, shall be suspended for non-payment 
of dues or lose any right or privilege to which he may be or may have 
been entitled at the time of entry into service, except that any mem¬ 
ber who accepts the advantages of this article shall not be entitled 
to receive any stipulated benefits for sickness or disability while so 
serving. 

“Section 3. That to entitle them to honors as past officers, all 
officers of the Order, whether elective or appointive, shall be excused 
for failure to attend any meeting when such failure is due to their 
service in the military, air or naval forces. 

“Section 4. It is hereby made the duty of Subordinate Lodges to 
make a record on its minutes of each member who may be in the 
military, air or naval forces and to send a copy of such record to 
the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge, who shall preserve such 
records and send a copy of the same to the Grand Secretary of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. Such records shall be in such form as the 
Grand Sire and Grand Secretary shall prescribe, and shall be made 
from cards prepared by the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge and furnished free of charge to Grand Secretaries of Grand 
Lodges who shall supply them to the Subordinates. Such cards shall 
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be in two colors, white cards for use of Subordinates, and buff cards 
to be sent by, the Grand Secretaries of Grand Lodges to the Grand 
Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge who shall arrange and pre¬ 
serve them for reference. 

"Section 5. This article shall be in force and effect only in coun¬ 
tries in which a state of war shall be declared to exist and shall 
remain in force and effect only until the time fixed by proclamation 
of the Grand Sire, and for thirty days after the member shall be 
discharged from the military, naval or air forces. 

"WHEREAS, in the opinion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge an 
emergency exists, this law shall be in force from and after its 
passage.” 

Bills Nos. 28 to 39 inclusive and Bill No. 45 as passed, all have 
reference to Jewels and Regalia of various Branches of the Order, 
including that of Grand Bodies. Full details will be set forth in the 
Journal of Proceedings of Sovereign Grand Lodge, 1940. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 

Resolution 1. Is of interest only to Grand and Subordinate Bodies 
in the United States of America. 

Resolution 3. In view of the size of the Code of General Laws, ap¬ 
parent duplications and inconsistent provisions, annotations 
that are obsolete because of subsequent enactments and as a re¬ 
printing will be required within a few years, the Grand Sire was 
authorized to appoint a committee of five members to study and 
revise the Code of Laws. The committee to be continued from 
year co year, with such changes in membership as each Grand 
Sire may consider advisable, until the work is completed. Said 
Committee to serve without any expense to Sovereign Grand 
Lodge except as may be authorized by the Grand Sire’s Advisory 
Committee. 

Resolution 4. This was a standing resolution in connection with the 
moral education of youth and urged a continuation of effort 
along stated lines. Twenty-nine States and some Provinces have 
now legalized moral education in public schools, etc. and the 
resolution urged that every eifort be made to endeavor to secure 
needed legislation in States and Provinces where such legisla¬ 
tion does not at present exist. 

Resolution 5. Provided the sum of $1,000.00 for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting the sale of jewels, regalia and other supplies. 

Resolution 6. A manual filed with this resolution, containing informa¬ 
tive material to Advisors of Junior Colleges was ordered to be 
printed and supplied by the Grand Secretary to all Junior Lodges 
now or hereafter instituted. 

Resolution 7. Has reference to Encampment Rituals and authorized 
a Committee of three to review the existing “work” with a view 
to correcting grammatical errors and making other minor 
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changes as may be deemed necessary. Report to be made at 
1941 Sessions and Committee to act without expense to Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. 

Resolution 8. Grand Bodies are empowered to authorize Homes with¬ 
in their respective Jurisdictions to admit refugee children from 
countries at war under regulations as the Grand Bodies may 
prescribe. 

Resolution 16. Made provisions covering the meritorious service 
certificate and button or pin and the conditions for its award. 
These provisions are in force until the next annual session of 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Resolution 17. The Grand Secretary’s Office is in possession of many 
valuable ancient documents, jewels, and other relics concerning 
the early history of Odd Fellowship on the North American 
continent. It was the opinion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
that a museum should be established in the Grand Secretary’s 
office for these documents, relics, etc. in keeping with the dignity 
of the Order. Sovereign Grand Lodge has a Peace Monument 
Fund and the purpose for which it was created no longer exists. 
It was therefore resolved to obtain authorization from donors 
and contributors to the aforementioned fund to transfer same to 
the Odd Fellows Peace Shrine Fund, said fund to be used in the 
development of a museum, for its upkeep, and for acquiring 
additional documents and relics, and for other purposes consis¬ 
tent with the resolution. 

Resolution 18. Many Lodges in quasi-jurisdictions, under existing 
conditions are unable to function and send reports to the Grand 
Secretary. Further comment or reports of said Lodges by the 
Grand Secretary was deemed inadvisable and it was decided 
that the only reference to be made would appear in the statis¬ 
tical reports for the time being. Said lodges remain in status 
quo until some change is made in their condition. 

Substitute for Resolution 25. The sum of $300.00 or less was ap¬ 
propriated for the purpose of purchasing one United States 
Flag for the Sovereign Grand Lodge; one United States Flag, 
one Canadian Flag, and one P.M. Flag for the use of the Gen¬ 
eral Military Council. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED WITHOUT REFERENCE 
TO COMMITTEE 

Resolved, that the Independent Order of Odd Fellows does here¬ 
by proclaim this resolution that all employees who shall be called 
to render patriotic service in the cause of humanity, and who shall 
serve their country shall be given proper recognition; 

Be it further resolved, that notwithstanding any law or require¬ 
ment of the Order to the contrary, that all members of the Order 
employed in Odd Fellows’ Homes, and in all other branches of the 
Order, in whatever capacity, who shall be called| to service by their 
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respective countries, and who shall serve their country in the army, 
navy, or other defensive or offensive units, shall be given a leave 
of absence from the position they occupy at the time they enter 
such service. 

Any such position made vacant because such employee is in the 
service of his country shall remain vacant, and the duties thereof 
shall be performed by some qualified member of the Order acting 
as an assistant or in a temporary capacity only. 

When such employee is discharged from the service of his coun¬ 
try he shall be reinstated in his former position automatically; pro¬ 
vided, however, that this shall not be done if he shall be crippled, or 
blind, or physically unfit to perform the duties of his former position, 
as a result of war service. 

BE IT RESOLVED by this Sovereign Grand Body, that all Grand 
Bodies and all Subordinate Bodies of the Order are hereby authorized 
and directed in every way possible to co-operate with the public 
officials of their respective States and Provinces in carrying on the 
national defence program of their respective countries, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Director of Develop¬ 
ment and Extension be, and is hereby authorized and directed, to at 
once communicate with the Officers of each Grand Jurisdiction and 
advise them of the true intent and purpose of this resolution. 

EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION REPORT 

Past Grand Sire, Joseph H. Powley, chairman of the Educa¬ 
tional Foundation Fund reported that during 1939 there were 87 
applications for loans considered, of which 71 were granted. There 
have been to date 390 loans made, of which 147 have been repaid 
in full. The total amount loaned was $140,230.00, of which $66,- 
018.00 has been repaid. The total assets of the Fund as at June 30th, 
1940, amounted to $111,884.80. 

On Tuesday afternoon there was a meeting of the Educational 
Foundation Fund, presided over by Chairman Past Grand Sire Pow¬ 
ley. Interesting addresses on the activities of the Fund were made 
by Past Grand Sires Powley and Davis, Secretary Flora Sheets and 
Grand Sire Starrett. 

In spite of the many other demands occasioned by war-time 
conditions, the Alberta Jurisdiction should continue its improved 
effort in support of this most worthy project. 

GRAND LODGE OF ICELAND 

The Committee on the Order Abroad recommended that the 
existing Charter of the Grand Lodge of Iceland be recognized as 
legal and that said Grand Lodge be authorized to exercise jurisdic¬ 
tional authority until such time as the governmental relationship 
between Iceland and Denmark is restored. Recommendation was 
agreed to. 
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DEGREES CONFERRED 

During the week, the Degrees of all branches of the Order were 
exemplified by the Degree teams from Morgantown, W.Va.; Detroit, 
Mich.; Oakland, Iowa; Ashland, Ky.; and Nashville, Tenn.

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Report of the Fraternal Delegate to the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan 


To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F.

Once again I was privileged to receive the commission from 
our Grand Master to represent this Jurisdiction, and to convey greet¬ 
ings from our officers and membership, at the annual Grand Sessions 
of the Jurisdiction of Saskatchewan, held in the City of Moose Jaw 
in June, 1940.

In a speech which was broadcast to literally thousands of listen¬ 
ers. the Grand Sire as well as his Deputy, spoke at great length on 
the principles and ethics of true Odd Fellowship, and left his audience 
a message of Fratemalism which stirred the hearts of all. 

Following the speeches from a number of others, all of which 
were interspersed with musical numbers, cards and dancing rounded 
out the first evening’s proceedings. 

The Grand Lodge was officially opened on the following morn¬ 
ing, Grand Master Spencer, of Perdue, presiding over the Thirty- 
third Annual Session, and forty-one Past Grands were given the ne¬ 
cessary Degrees and admitted to seats in the Grand Body. 

In due course your representative was introduced to the Grand 
Body by Past Grand Masters H. A. Green and C. R. Lennan, and 
honored by a seat at the right of the presiding officer after a very 
warm welcome. It was indeed a real pleasure to renew so many old 
acquaintances among the Brothers of that Body at another Annual 
Session. 

During the first morning both Grand Sire Starrett and Deputy 
Grand Sire Hagerman gave splendid addresses, and admonished all 
to work to their utmost to the end that Odd Fellowship may prove 
to the world the panacea it may truly become in the fight against 
selfishness and greed; and the fostering in human hearts the Spirit 
of the Master and His deep love for 1 his fellow man.

Later in the sessions, too, President, Past President and Treas¬ 
urer of the A.R A. were all admitted and introduced to the Grand 
Body and offered words of encouragement to the Brothers from their 
Rebekah Jurisdictions, 

In dealing with the statistics of the Jurisdiction, it was reported 
that although twenty-seven lodges had shown a nice increase in 
membership, a total of two hundred and two members had been lost 
to the Order by suspensions, while the enormous sum of $36,886 was 
shown as owing to the Lodges for arrears of dues. In all there had 
been forty-nine deaths during the year, with one hundred and seventy- 
four withdrawals; all of which left the total membership of the 
Jurisdiction at 4,705 at the end of 1939. The average membership per 
Lodge was 36.77. 

I had the pleasure and privilege of acting as chairman of the 
scrutineers for the election of the new officers, these being later 
installed into their respective offices by Past Grand Master Hugh 
Green, as follows:

Following the installation of the Grand Lodge Officers, some- 
twenty District Deputy Grand Masters were installed into office for 
their terms of office. 

Besides conveying the heartiest greetings and very best wishes 
of the Alberta Officers and members to our Brothers in Saskatchewan 
when called upon to address the gathering, I attempted to leave with 
them the thought that only by working for others when working with 
others can our efforts prove successful in our quest to Fraternize the 
world. I also had the pleasure of conveying Fraternal Greetings 
from the Grand Bodies of Alberta to the Grand Encampment, the 
Rebekah Assembly and the Veteran Odd Fellows’ Association, all of 
which were kindly responded to by the heads of these branches of 
the Order in a very Fraternal mannei. 

In closing, I wish to offer my thanks to the Officers and mem¬ 
bers of Saskatchewan for their kindly courtesies, as well as to our 
own Grand Master, Brother Clarke, for the confidence reposed in me 
as Fraternal Delegate from this Jurisdiction—a privilege and hon¬ 
or very much appreciated.

We handled one other case when we acted as the agents for 
one of the Lodges when a member was lost and aid from the R.C. 
M.P. was needed. The case is not yet closed. 

W’e acted with and advised the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, 
where a Mothef has asked for help from the Rebekahs; the mother 
being a member in Regina. This case has not yet been closed. 

All papers covering the work of your Committee are on the 
Grand Secretary’s desk. We would ask that they be referred to the 
Committee on State of the Order for review. 

The Committee has held sixteen meetings during the year and 
has worked in perfect harmony.

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Report of Committee Representing Grand 
Lodge on the Board of Directors of 
Alberta Odd Fellows Temple, Ltd. 

To the Officers and Members of the 

Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F. 

We, your Committee elected to represent the Grand Lodge on 
the Board of Directors of Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Ltd., report 
as follows: 

At the Twenty-second Annual Meeting of Shareholders of the 
Company, held on April 27th, 1940, all the members of your Commit¬ 
tee were elected by the shareholders to the Directorate of the Com¬ 
pany, and in compliance with the resolution passed at your 1938 
Session, the Grand Master was also elected to that Board. The 
organization meeting of the Directors re-elected the former officers 
as follows: 

J. H. Boss: President. 

A. B. Ballentine: Vice-President. 

A. W. Northover: Secretary-Treasurer. 

Acting as Directors of the Company, the members of your 
Committee have attended the meetings of the Board as called from 
time to time, in the performance of the various duties assigned to 
them. 

The Auditors’ Report and the Financial Statements of the 
Company for the year ended December 31st, 1940, are attached 
hereto for your information. 

It will be noted from these reports, that the Revenue has de¬ 
creased during 1940 by about $200.00. There has also been an 
increase in Expenditures of about $900.00. The major causes of 
the increased expenditure being for a new roof and decorations 
of the public halls and corridors of the building. We have been 
patching the roof for the last five years in order to make it last as 
long as possible, but in the spring of 1940 upon giving it a thor¬ 
ough examination we found that it would be a waste of money to 
do any more repairs. We therefore called for tenders and after 
giving the various proposals careful consideration, we decided to 
replace the old roof with a new one which carries a guarantee for 
fifteen years, this appearing to be the most economical over the 
longer period. The cost of this roof was $871.00, and this will be 
depreciated over a five year period which is a conservative basis 
but seems preferable to a longer period. Decoration of interior of 
the building made necessary the replacement of a considerable 
amount of plaster but it was useless to consider calsomining over 
the old plaster, and the repairs made should be good for another 
10 to 15 years. 

Other than the above, the ordinary expenditures of the building 
are slightly less than for 1939. Depreciation on both building and 
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furniture have been written off at the same rate as in former years. 

It will be noted that during- 1940 there has been purchased 
$2000.00 of City of Calgary Bonds. After giving careful considera¬ 
tion to the Investment schedule, it was decided that it would be 
advisable to extend our Investments to this class of Bond in order 
to give a greater diversity to our holdings as well as to increase the 
returns therefrom. The purchases of Calgary Bonds already made, 
have increased our returns from investments from the former figure 
of 3.1% to 3.6%. It is not intended to convert all our investments 
to this type of Bond, at the present time we are arranging that 
the Senior Government’s securities shall represent at least 75% of 
our total holdings. 

We anticipate that during 1941, it will be necessary to repaint 
the woodwork and cornices of the outside of the building. It was 
about five years ago that this was last done and it is desirable that 
it be done now in order to preserve the building, as well as keep 
it in as attractive a condition as possible.

I have conducted an audit of the books of your Company for 
the year ended December 31st, 1940, and submit herewith the fol¬ 
lowing statements:

Revenue Account for the year. 

Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements. 
Comparative Statement of Revenue and Operating Account 
for the past three years. 

and beg to report as follows: 

The Balances of the Current and Savings Accounts in the Im¬ 
perial Bank of Canada have been verified by me and certified to me 
by the Bank Manager. 

I have examined the Accounts Receivable and while these appear 
to be in a much better condition, it has been considered advisable 
to increase the Reserve for Bad Debts by a further $100.00. 
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I attended at the Imperial Bank, Calgary, and examined the 
contents of the Safety Deposit Box and found $5,500 in Dominion of 
Canada Bonds, $3,000.00 in Province of Alberta Bonds, $600.00 in 
Province of Alberta Savings Certificates, and $2,000.00 in City of 
Calgary Bonds, which is in accordance with the Investment Account 
as shown by the books. These bonds are shown on the Balance 
Sheet at their cost value with the accrued interest added. 


The Profit and Loss Account shows a net Loss of $2,865.51 for 
the period which is an increase of $992.95 over that of 1939. This 
is acounted for to a large extent, by an increase in the cost of Re¬ 
pairs of $905.00, all other expenses showing a reduction. The Rev¬ 
enue for the period is also down about $200.00. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I am of the opinion that the 
attached Balance Sheet and accompanying statements are properly 
drawn up so as to exhibit a true and correct view of the financial 
position of the Company as at December 31st, 1940, according to the 
best of my information and the explanations given to me and as 
shown by the books.

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Grand Secretary’s Report 




Calgary, Alberta, 

February 12 th, 1941. 

To the Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F., 

Officers and Members: 

While the Abstract of Membership of Subordinate Lodges as at 
December 31st, 1940, shows a relatively small loss, although a larger 
loss than was the case in the preceding year, the fact is that the 
number reported in Provincial Lodge No. 200 is somewhat uncertain 
because a large number of those who formerly belonged to Subordin¬ 
ate Lodges' which have become defunct have not replied to repeated 
requests for intimation of intention either to continue in the Order 
or of desire to be dropped from membership.

AMENDMENTS APPROVED 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge approved the amendment of Article 
45, constitution of Grand Lodge, as adopted by Grand Lodge at the 
session of 1940. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Executive Committee accepted the tender of the West Print¬ 
ing Co. Ltd., for printing new issue of the constitution for Subor¬ 
dinate Lodges, which work is proceeding. 

The tender of Brother W. J. Huntingford, publisher of “The 
Alberta Odd Fellow,” was accepted for printing the Journal of Pro¬ 
ceedings of Grand Lodge for 1941,i including relevant matter. 

HOME FUND TRUSTEES 

No meeting of the complete Board was held during the year. 
Nevertheless several items were transacted, partly by correspon¬ 
dence and largely by the convening of those members of the Board 
who are resident in Calgary. j\n increase in the allowance for Bro¬ 
ther T. Knights of Alberta Lodge No. 1 was authorized, advancing 
the same from the former amount of $5.00 per month to $10.00 per 
month. An allowance of $10.00 per month for Brother Geo. McLeod 
of Crossfield Lodge No. 42 was authorized to be effective until re¬ 
ceipt by Brother McLeod of Old Age Pension, for which application 
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has been made. A grant of $10.00 per month for Brother Willis of 
Hillhurst Lodge No. 46 and a grant for Brother Huff of Bowden 
Lodge No. 31 of $10.00 per month were authorized. 

Grants for Brother Nelson through Coleman Lodge No. 36 and 
for Mrs. McDonald through St. George Lodge No. 29 were brought 
to an end because of the demise of these former recipients. 

With respect to the farm formerly owned by the late Brother 
McHeffey, decision was made to obtain an idea of the present con¬ 
dition and valuation of the same. By request of the Board, Brothers 
E. G. McPherson, P.G.M., and Chas. Fox, journeyed to the premises 
at the expense of the Home Fund and upon returning, submitted a 
valuable report, naming the sum i.f $2 000.00 as a reasonable price 
for a sale of the property. Through the offices of, Mr. McCauley of 
Tofield an offer was made and accepted for $2,000.00 cash; and a 
sale was consummated to Mr. and Mrs. Kruhl. A commission of 
5 per cent was paid to Mr. McCauley. In the meantime, in order to 
obtain absolute possession, the sum of $100.00 was paid to Omer 
Pollock for a Quit Claim Deed. The Home Fund Trustees have ex¬ 
pended a total of $2728.34 in connection with the McHeffey case and 
have realized a total of $2,042.34, including the payment of $42.00 by 
Ryley Lodge No. 75 toward burial expenses, so that the net cost of 
benevolence in the case of the late Brother J. M. McHeffey is $686.34 
total to Grand Lodge Home Fund. 

PROCLAMATIONS, CIRCULARS & JOURNALS 

The Subordinate Lodges were mailed copies of the usual Proc¬ 
lamations and of special circulars directed by our Grand Master, 
as well as other matter respecting semi-annual reports and so forth. 

Copies of the Journal of the Proceedings of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge for the year 1941 have not yet come ta hand. 

CALENDARS 

Again the issue of Calendars was authorized by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. Orders received from the Subordinate Lodges totalled 
a less number than last year. Distribution of the orders was made 
promptly after arrival of the supply from Sovereign Grand Lodge.

I have had submitted to me full and sufficient vouchers covering 
all transactions, and all information and explanations required by 
me have been satisfactorily answered. 

The Cash on Hand and the Balance in the several Bank Accounts 
pave been verified by me and certified to me by the Bank Manager. 
Securities: 

During the year purchase of securities at a par value of $3,500.00 
,vas made for the Home Fund Trustees and, in accordance with the 
•esolution of Grand Lodge, the $700.00 of bonds which were trans¬ 
ferred to the General Fund from the Defunct Lodges Fund have 
(low been credited to the Home Fund Trustees. This makes the 
total securities held by the Home Fund Trustees of $18,165.55. I 
attended at the office of the Grand Secretary and checked these 
bonds and found same to be in order. I would respectfully point out 
that it would be in the interest of all concerned if these bonds were 
Deposited in a safety deposit box at your bank and the Grand Sec¬ 
retary or Grand Treasurer, along with the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, be empowered to have access 
to this box. With so many securities being held, it is only 
reasonable that the Grand Secretary should not be called upon to 
accept the responsibility of holding same in the safe at the office. 

In accordance with the resolution, I have closed the Temole 
Fund Assessment Account and have transferred the shares held by 
Grand Lodge to the Home Fund Trustees. All necessary adjust¬ 
ments have been made through the books of the Grand Secretary. 

Subject to the foregoing remarks, I certify that the attached 
Balance Sheet and accompanying Statements are properly drawn up 
so as to exhibit a true and correct view of the financial position of 
your Grand Lodge as at December 31st, 1940, according to the best 
of my information and the explanations given to me, and as shown 
by the books of your Grand Secretary.

ANNUAL SESSIO N 

THURSDAY, MARCH 13th, 1941 
Morning Session 

The Grand Lodge of Alberta, Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
opened its thirty-sixth Annual Session at 9:00 a.m., on Thursday, 
March 13th, 1941, in the Hall of the Masonic Temple located in the 
City of Lethbridge, with Grand Master Gerald E. Clarke presiding, 
and with Brother Walter R. Russell, D.D.G.M., acting as chairman 
for the civic welcome which was open to the public. His worship 
Mayor D. H. Elton, K.C., in extending to those present a most 
hearty welcome to his city gave an inspiring and interesting address, 
interspersed with humor and anecdote and exhorted his hearers to 
so live in accordance with the tenets of Odd Fellowship that the 
world might soon again become truly a place where the “Fatherhood 
of God” and the “Brotherhood of Man” would prove indeed the truest 
panacea for the wrongs and ills of so sick a world as we are living 
in today. 

In his reply to Mayor Elton’s welcome, Grand Master Clarke 
graciously accepted on behalf of his Order, the hospitality which 
had been extended on the mission of this gathering and both speakers 
were heartily applauded upon closing their remarks. 

An address of welcome on behalf of the Odd Fellows of Leth¬ 
bridge was given by Brother A. E. Dupen, P.D.D.G.M., to which 
Deputy Grand Master F. A. Lount replied. 

Interspersed with these speakers, little Miss Verna Russell enter¬ 
tained with several popular war songs and led the assemblage in 
the singing of the National Anthem. 

The Grand Lodge then resolving itself into Session, was opened 
in form and on motion by Brother M. Saunders, P.G.M., Brother W. J. 
Huntingford, P.G.P., was appointed as assistant to the Grand Secre¬ 
tary with the recommendation that he be paid double Per Diem. 
The recommendation was agreed to and the appointment approved. 

The Grand Master made the following, appointments to the Com¬ 
mittee on Mileage and Per Diem, namely: Brother II. McDonald (41), 
Brother M. S. Schroeder (102), and Brother G. W. Henderson(1). 

He also appointed Brother O. 8. Martin, P.G.M., as Messenger 
for the session; and a Committee on Courtesies in the persons of 
Brothers 'Alf. Brown, P.G.M., and R. W. Kellough, P.G.P. 

The Grand Secretary appointed Brother J. L. Chappelle to have 
charge of the volume of the Unwritten Work during the session, 
and Brother II. H. Day to have charge of the Convention Certificates, 
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both to be entitled to receive Per Diem for two days. A motion by 
Brothers Northover (81) and E. McPheison, P.G.M. (91), duly car¬ 
ried, ratified these appointments. 

Brothers O. S. Martin, P.G.M., and Hickmore (11) moved that 
a stenographer be engaged to assist in the writing of reports of 
Committees and that remuneration be paid to such person at the 
rate of four dollars per day. The motion was carried. 

By motion of Brother Saunders, P.G.M., seconded by Brother 
Browning (41), and carried, the minutes of the special session and 
also of the annual session of 1940, as they appear in the printed 
Journal of Proceedings were approved 

The Grand Master appointed Brothers M. S. Schroeder, P.G.M., 
H. McDonald, P.G.P., and E. Penn to be a Committee on Mileage and 
Per Diem; and Brothers P. C. Haymes, P.G.M., and E. G. McPherson, 
P.G.M., to be the Committee on Rebekah Lodges and on Necrology. 

The Grand Herald announced that several Past Grands were in 
waiting to receive the Grand Lodge Degree . The credentials of 
seven Past Grands having been found correct, the Grand Warden 
and Grand Marshal under instructions from the Grand Master re¬ 
tired and instructed these applicants for admission in the Grand 
Lodge Degree and the Past Grand’s Degree, and later introduced 
them to the Grand Lodge where they were given seats. These new 
Grand Lodge members were, A. C. Symington, Friendship (7) Ed¬ 
monton, Allan Burnside, High River (22) High River, A. Craig, St. 
George (39) Calgary, Roy Huff, Winnifred (67) Winnifred, E. Covey, 
Cayley (103) Cayley, Ivan Gelmer, Provost (139) Provost, and A. M. 
Greenslade, Norwood (41) Edmonton. 

Report No. 4, from Committee on State of the Order, was adopted: 

We, your Committee on State of the Order, beg to report that 
we have carefully considered Recommendations No. 22, in the Recom¬ 
mendations outlined by the Grand Master, and are of the opinion that 
they would be of great benefit to the Order, and should be acted upon 
by the Executive Committee of 1941-1942, as they would be more 
beneficial to the Executive Officers. 

Signed by the Committee. 

Report No. 5, from Committee on State of the Order, was adopted: 

We, your Committee on State of the Order beg to report that 
with reference to No. 21 District Meeting we concur in the Report 
of the Grand Master and would recommend that the Deputy Grand 
Master be given power to plan the elates of the District Meetings as 
would be most suitable during his term of office.

We note that Mr. William Ireland, Chartered Accountant, has 
audited the books of account of the Grand Secretary and the Grand 
Treasurer and has presented his report on the various funds of the 
Grand Lodge. He has verified the Bank balances and has checked 
the securities of the various Funds. His certificate of Audit accom¬ 
panies these reports and he advises that all required information has 
been received by him from the Grand Lodge officers. He further 
reports that he has given effect to Resolution No. 9, page 122, Journal

of Proceedings of 1940, authorizing the transfer of the Assets and 
Liabilities of the former Temple Assessment Fund, to the Home Fund 
of this Grand Lodge. This action has eliminated the Temple Assess¬ 
ment Fund from the Financial Statements in this year’s report. He 
has also transferred the item of Bonds in the amount of $702.62 from 
the General Fund to the Home Fund which had been credited to 
the General Fund from the Defunct Lodges Fund, in error, in 1939. 

On comparing the items of expenditure in the General Fund 
with the appropriations as authorized by the Grand Lodge at its 
1940 Session it is noted that most cf these items are within the said 
appropriatons. No expenditures appear for the appropriated items 
for Grand Warden’s expense, Advisory Beard expense, Grand Master’s 
Jewel or Office Supplies. In the first two cases it is presumed that 
no expenses were incurred. The item Grand Master’s Jewel appears 
to have been included in supplies purchased from Sovereign Grand 
Lodge and not to have been separately set up as an expense item; we 
suggest that this separation be made in future reports. Similarly, 
it would appear that the cost of Office Supplies are included in Sun¬ 
dry Printing and should be separated in the future. The item of 
Office Rent shows an over expenditure of $12.00, due to the fact that 
storage space for Defunct Lodge Fund effects has been paid from 
this account and we would recommend that the Defunct Lodges 
Fund reimburse the General Fund for this expenditure. 

On the Revenue side of the General Fund Statement it is noted 
that revenue from Per Capita Tax is some $600.00 below the estimat¬ 
ed Revenue from this source. This is due to the fact that there has 
been written off the sum of $612.68 owing to tne General Fund for 
Per Capita Tax, by eight Lodges whose Charters have been re¬ 
claimed. We wish to point out to you that for several years past 
your Committee on Finance has advised you that the time would 
arrive when we would have to accept this loss and that we have 
for the past ten years been spending more than we have been 
receiving. This is a condition that cannot continue for much longer 
and the Grand Lodge should give very serious consideration to ways 
and means to correct this adverse yearly balance. We believe that 
expenditures in most cases have been reduced to the absolute mini¬ 
mum, in fact in some cases are so low that the Jurisdiction is in 
some respects inadequately served and unless funds are provided 
little improvement can be expected. A check of the Lodge accounts 
indicates that it can be expected lhat in the next two years the 
Charters of some five or six Lodges will have to be reclaimed and an 
amount of between $700.00 and $800.00 will have to be written off, 
which will further reduce the Assets of the General Fund. 

As at February 12th, 1941, the Grand Secretary reports that 16 
Lodges have failed to forward reports for June, 1940, and 30 have 
none for December, 1940. This is an indication of the indifference 
of the Lodges and is a conditon which will seriously affect the Finan¬ 
cial position of the General Fund in the near future. 
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It is noted that the Financial Officers of the Grand Lodge have 
executed Fidelity Bonds in favour of the Grand Lodge, this in com¬ 
pliance with the requirements of the Grand Lodge Constitution. 

We note that the Inventory of Supplies is apparently kept at as 
low an amount as is consistent with the efficient carrying on of the 
Grand Lodge work. 

It is again noted that the items “Regalia and Furniture” have 
not been depreciated and we would recommend that a revaluation of 
these assets be made before the end of 1941, in order to make sure 
that the value at present placed on them is reasonable. 

The matters referred to in the Grand Master's Supplementary 
report will be dealt with in a separate report. 

We recommend that Mr. William Ireland, C.A., be appointed 
auditor for the Grand Lodge Accounts for the year 1941.

We, your Special Committee appointed to consider the recom- 
nendations of P.G.M., C. A. Davis, appearing as 5 on page 77 of the 
Journal of Proceedings 1939 and continued under Report 39 Resolution 
9, Journal of Proceedings, 1940; report as follows: 

We have continued our examination of the various Pimds of the 
Jrand Lodge and have held discussions with the Advisory Board and 
it.he Home Fund Trustees. 

There does not appear to be any necessity at the present time 
to make any change in the Constitution as it concerns the setting 
up and operations of the Funds of the Grand Lodge. Ample authority 
exists to permit of any necessary adjustments between the various 
funds as they at present exist. 

There are, we believe, some transfers and adjustments as between 
;he existing Funds which could be made with advantage in order to 
implify them and make them clearer to the Lodge members in the 
urisdiction. Particularly, there are several items shown in the 
resent Financial Statements of amounts which one Fund owes to 
nother Fund which could be advantageously adjusted and liquidated. 
With this idea in mind we have made certain suggestions to both 
he Advisory Board and the Home Fund Trustees and have received 
their approval of the following recommendations which we now place 
before you for your consideration and the necessary action. 

DEFUNCT LODGES FUND 


(1) In former statements there has been for a period of about 
■ten years an item of $125.00 owed by Lodges. This item represented 
• a balance due on a piano purchased by a Lodge about 15 years ago. 
•This piano was sold to them for some $400.00 and they have therefore 
■paid $275.00 on same. We believe that the amount already paid by 
“the Lodge represents a good present day value for a piano of the 
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age and condition of that involved in this transaction and would 
recommend that this amount be cancelled. In talking over this mat¬ 
ter with the Auditor he Understood that authority had been received 
for the cancellation of this account ana has made the necessary entry 
to so cancel it. The adoption of this recommendation will be the 
necessary approval of the action of the Auditor in making this 
adjustment. 

i(2) The item of $4,505.00 due from the Home Fund, represents 
an amount borrowed from the Temple Fund in previous years. Lia¬ 
bilities of the Temple Fund were transferred to the Home Fund by 
action of the Grand Lodge at its 1940 Session and as a result this is 
now owing to the Defunct Lodges Fund by the Home Fund.. Section 
94 of the Grand Lodge Constitution provides that after a period of 
five years any monies in the Defunct Lodges Fund received from 
Lodges whose Charters have been reclaimed can be used for such 
Benevolent purpose as the Grand Lodge shall determine. The Home 
Fund being the Benevolent Fund of this Grand Lodge, we recommend 
that the Defunct Lodges Fund cancel this indebtedness, which is in 
effect donating this amount to the Home Fund. 

43) The item of $2382.01 Balance due from General Fund, is 
similarly an amount which the General Fund borrowed from the 
Defunct Lodges Fund. We recommend that the Defunct Lodges Fund 
cancel this indebtedness as between the General Fund and itself and 
that the General Fund Transfer 238 Shares of Alberta Odd Fellows 
Temple Ltd., at a par value of $10.00 each together with the sum of 
$2.01 in cash to the Home Fund. This is also in effect the donation 
of this amount to the Home Fund by the Defunct Lodges Fund under 
the provisions of Section quoted above. 

At the time that the Grand Lodge started to acquire an interest 
in Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Ltd., it was the expressed intention 
that the monies so invested would be the property of the Home Fund. 
There were occasions when the Home Fund had not sufficient money 
available to make the required contributions and as a result some of 
the shares of the Temple Co., were purchased by the General Fund. 
The amount so used from the General Fund now stands at $13,380.00. 
This will be reduced to $11,000.00 if recommendation (3) under 
DEFUNCT LODGES FUND above, is adopted. During the last 
few years the General Fund has been showing an operating deficit 
and its Liquid Assets have declined until at the present time there 
are some occasions when there is not sufficient money available to j 
meet current expenses and some accounts remain unpaid until returns 
are received from Per Capita Tax. Your Committee believes that 
the time is now arrived when the Home Fund should make some 
purchases of Temple Shares from the General Fund. This procedure 
would in the first place be a start in the direction of putting the 
ownership of the Temple Shares in the Home Fund and would give 
some small assistance to the liquid position of the General Fund. 
This matter has been discussed with the Home Fund Trustees and 
they are in agreement with the following recommendation: 
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(4) That the Home Fund Trustees purchase from the General 
Fund whole shares of Alberta Odd Fellows Temple Ltd., now owned 
by the General Fund, in amounts not exceeding- 50 per cent of the 
amount shown as excess of Income over Expenditure for the Home 
Fund Accounts as prepared by the Grand Lodge Auditor, in each, 
year, starting with the said statement for the year 1940. 

In reviewing the Assets of the Grand Lodge Funds we iind that 
the Grand Lodge is at the present time holding Alberta Savings 
Certificates amounting to $5,100.00. Some of these Certificates were 
due in 1938 or 1939 and are at the present time earning only 2 per 
cent. We make the following recommendation in respect to these 
Certificates: 

(5) That as soon as is possible all Alberta Savings Certificates 
be converted into cash and the proceeds of such conversion be invest¬ 
ed in Dominion of Canada or City of Calgary Bonds whichever may 
appear to be most advantageous at the time the monies shall become 
available. 

(6) We recommend that the Grand Secretary call a meeting of 
the Committee on Finance in the second week of each of the months 
of January, April, July and October of each year, on which occasions 
all matters of Grand Lodge Finance be discussed. This procedure 
would allow of a closer and more constant contact of that Committee 
with the Financial position of the Grand Lodge Funds . We believe 
that such a procedure is particularly necessary at the present time 
in view of the condition of the General Fund.

Report No. 21, from the Committee on Education Foundation Fund, 

was adopted: 

We, your Committee on Educational Foundation Fund to whom 
was referred the communications from the Executive of the Fund, 
wish to stress on the members the good work being done by the Fund. 

Donations received by the Committee during 1939 and 1940 have 
exceeded previous years and we cannot urge too strongly the continu¬ 
ance of a committee to keep the matter before the members from 
tame to time.

Report No. 22, from the Special Committee on Education Foundation 
was presented to the Grand Lodge and read to the 
body as follows: 

We, your Committee on Educational Foundation Fund, beg to 
report that early in the year we met and decided that as there were 
so many demands on all our people for war efforts, etc., we would not 
make a special drive for funds.

In accordance with constitutional requirements of Grand Lodge, 

I submit herewith a report of the activities of your Grand Master as 

from January 1st to March 4th, 1941. 

VISITATIONS 

January 6th—At request of Edson Lodge No. 92, and accompanied by 
S.D.D.G.M. Brother Wyndh of District No. 35, drove to Edson to 
be present at their installation of Officers. Complete new slate 
of Officers installed. Thirty-four members present at the meeting. 

January 7th—At request of S.D.D.G.M. and Officers and members of 
my own Lodge (Pyramid No. 149), I installed the officers of 
Pyramid Lodge No. 149 and was assisted by four visiting Broth¬ 
ers from Edson Lodge No. 92 who acted as Special Deputies. 

January 14th—Accepted invitation of D.D.G.M. District No. 29, Ed¬ 
monton, to visit officially and ne present at Joint Installation 
of Officers of Norwood Lodge No. 41. Namayo Lodge No. 47, and 
Advance No. 97, in Advance Hall at Calder. Eighty-four mem- 
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bers present. Have every reason to believe that No. 97 will again 
become an active Lodge in this District and revive the work of 
the Order. 

January 27th—,In reply to a telegraphic request from D.D.G.M. Dis¬ 
trict No. 30, attended District Meeting District No. 30, accom¬ 
panied by D.D.G.M. District No. 35. A wonderful comeback has 
been made in this District and feel that the many trips made 
here have been well repaid and that a spirit of harmony now 
exists and all interior differences are expelled. 

February 10th—Drove from Jasper to Edmonton and visited officially 
Namayo Lodge No. 47 after Lodge a dance was held which was 
attended by 120 Odd Fellows, Rebekahs and friends. 

February 11th—Accompanied by Sister M. Williams, President Re- 
bekah Assembly of Alberta, drove from Edmonton to Beiseker 
where we instituted Rainbow Rebekah Lodge No. 114. Degree 
conferred on 15 candidates by Degree Staff from Prairie Rose 
Lodge of Acme. Installation of Officers by Installing Team un¬ 
der direction of Sister Witwer, D.D.P. of Acme. 

February 12th—Accompanied by Deputy Grand Master F .A. Lount, 
drove from Beiseker to Canmore for a special meeting of Can- 
more Lodge No. 38. This Lodge an difficulties. Only three mem¬ 
bers of No. 38 turned out for meeting. Five members from 
Banff were in attendance. In view of small attendance aia un¬ 
official meeting was held. Meetings at Canmore have not been 
held regularly for several years. The financial status of No. 38 
is not precarious. The interest of the Lodge is being carried by 
three or four faithful members, while the balance of the mem¬ 
bers are more or less selfishly inclined and disinterested, all of 
which has an adverse effect on the spirit of the Lodge.

WAR EFFORT ANO ENLISTMENTS 

This matter has come to the attention of your Grand Master and 
Grand Lodge Executive from many angles. A recommendation will 
be placed before you, the same being the result of concerted and 
careful planning and your favorable consideration is solicited. Our 
individual efforts as a Jurisdiction may seem small, but these associa¬ 
ted with other Jurisdictions throughout the Dominion will, if imple¬ 
mented, be of considerable importance and assistance. 

Considerable inroads have been made into our membership 
through enlistment of our members with the several branches of His 
Majesty’s Defense Forces, and we as an Organization did at our last 
session of Sovereign Grand Lodge enact certain legislation whereby 
consideration could be extended to those of our Fraternity who have 
answered the call to duty. The enactment of this Legislation, while 
general in its scope, has left much to be taken care of by the indi¬ 
vidual Jurisdictions, and in this regard I would like to recommend 
that this Grand Jurisdiction consider the subject to the extent that 
a Special Committee be chosen to investigate and study all angles 
connected with the present situation and that of the future, and 
bring in their recomimendations to be presented before the forth¬ 
coming sessions. 

My term of office is almost ended and soon a very worthy suc¬ 
cessor will be elected to the position of Grand Master. For him I 
bespeak the same measure of harmonious co-operation, assistance 
and support that you have all given to me. 

It has been a pleasure to serve you, the members of the Jurisdic¬ 
tion, which has seen fit to bestow honors upon me, and I am grateful 
for the opportunity afforded to come in contact with the membership

We would recommend that all that portion of the Section fol¬ 
lowing the word “Order” in the twenty-third line be deleted and the 
following substituted therefore, “for forty consecutive years, shall 
be governed by Section No. 85D of this Constitution,” and so amend¬ 
ed the section will read: 

116. A member of the Lodge in arrears for dues for a period 
of more than twelve calendar months may be suspended or dropped 
from membership. Notice of arrearage together with notice of con¬ 
templated suspension, under seal of the Lodge, shall be delivered to 
such delinquent member or forwarded, by the Recording Secretary, by 
registered mail to his address as last known to the Lodge. After 
such notice, to constitute him a suspended or dropped member, the 
Noble Grand shall formally declare him to be suspended or dropped 
from membership, unless the Lodge, by resolution, extend the time 
for payment of his arrearage, which extension shall in no case exceed 
six months. Record of such action shall be made in the minutes. 
It shall not be necessary to ballot upon the suspension of a member 
for non-payment of dues, but where the suspension of more than one 
member be proposed, action by the Lodge shall be taken, or declara¬ 
tion by the Noble Grand shall be made, separately in each case. 
It is provided that a member under suspension for cause other than 
non-payment of dues shall not be suspended from membership for 
non-payment of dues until expiration of the term of his suspension; 
and it is provided further that a member of the Lodge who shall have 
been a contributing member of the Order for forty consecutive years, 
shall be governed by Section No. 85D of this Constitution.

After having tried to fulfill the duties of Deputy Grand Master 
for the past year and after having gained some knowledge of the 
responsibility of the chair of Grand Master, I do not know what to 
say at this time.

members of our Order. 

It is not an easy task. Never ha3 the brotherhood of man been 
so confused, so broken and so divided as it is today. 

Either people will learn to live together or civilization will per¬ 
ish from the face of the earth. This is not sentiment, but fact—the 
basic fact; with the world’s culture, science, education, prosperity 
and social welfare at stake. 
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The story of the millenium is being written now, it is vital that 
we go forward resistlessly with the teaching, learning, experimenting, 
investigating, preparing the way for the onward march of mankind. 
But with it must go progress in the art of living together. 

Science alone is not enough. Good will to all men, old in state¬ 
ment. but ever new in significance, is the vital spark needed today. 
If such good will is absent as men become more and more dependent 
upon each other, we can only expect increase of vicious strife. 

Hostilities pile up between nations, business and government, labor 
and capital. As men divide into antagonistic groups, science and 
technology may become terribly destructive. 

I believe that progress has been made, that the world is through 
science, moral agencies and fraternal organizations, working togeth¬ 
er, acquiring a higher standard of morality in spite of industrial 
strife, wars, and other throwbacks. 

But, my brothers, even though this may be true, today is the 
testing time. We must face it together. 

We dare not fail! 

On a motion by P.G.M. Everett MacPherson, seconded by Brother 
R. Fulton (84), and carried, a very hearty vote of thanks was ex¬ 
tended to Mayor Dave Elton, of Lethbridge, to the Brothers and 
Sisters of Lethbridge, to all 1 the citizens, to the railway companies 
and to the Preparation Committee for all the courtesies and enter¬ 
tainment which had been extended to the Grand Body during the 
1941 sessions. 

As no further business was brought forward the Grand Lodge 
proceeded to formal closing.

NOTICE OF MOTION 

Brother W. Northover (81) gave notice that he will at the 1942 
sessions of the Grand Lodge move to amend Section 101 of the Con¬ 
stitution of the Grand Lodge of Alberta as follows: 

I hereby give Notice that at the Next Annual Session of this 
Grand Lodge, I will move or this notice shall be sufficient authority 
for any other Member of this Grand Body to move, that Section 101 
of the Grand Lodge of Alberta be amended by striking out the 
whole of the said Section and substituting the following therefor. 

101. The Grand Lodge shall receive from each Subordinate 
Lodge, a Per Capita Tax, calculated and assessed as follows: 

At each Grand Lodge Session, the Committee on Finance shall 
calculate the Per Capita Tax necessary to meet the expenses of the 
Grand Lodge for the current year. The said calculation shall be 
made by dividing the total of the estimates for expenditure author¬ 
ized by the Grand Lodge, (less any amount of revenue estimated to 
be received front any other source than Per Capita Tax) by the total 
number of members shown by the Grand Secretary in his recapitula¬ 
tion of Membership at the end of the previous year under the des¬ 
cription “Membership taxable and assessable.” To the amount so 
calculated shall be added an amount not exceeding 5 per cent, to 
provide for any loss of membership which may be expected during 
the year and other unforseen contingencies. The Per Capita Tax 
so determined shall be divided as nearly as possible into two equal 
parts. One of each such parts shall be payable by each Subordinate 
Lodge, half-yearly, on each unsuspended, assessable member appear¬ 
ing on its books as shown by its Semi-Annual reports. 

The Grand Lodge General Fund shall be further drawn from 
Charter Fees for Lodges instituted which shall be as follows, viz: for 
a Subordinate Lodge $.30.00, for a Rebekah Lodge $10.00, and from 
the proceeds of the sale of supplies to Lodges. 
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STANDING RESOLUTIONS 

2. That a committee of three he appointed by the Grand Mas¬ 
ter whose duty it will he to confer with the Grand Lodge Enter¬ 
tainment Committee and to approve or otherwise, on behalf of 
this Grand Lodge, any and ah proposed expenditures; and all ac¬ 
counts so approved shall he paid from the appropriation made hy 
this Grand Lodge.

AMENDMENTS TO RULES GOVERNING 
DISTRICT ASSOCIATIONS 

Since the adoption of Rules governing District Asso¬ 
ciations, as are found on page 344, Journal of Proceedings, 
1931, Ihe following amendment thereof has been made ef¬ 
fective : 

Rule 1. Each District Meeting shall be composed of a 
chairman who shall be the District Deputy Grand Master 
of the District, a Secretary-Treasurer, who shall be elected 
at a meeting of the Association by a majority vote of those 
present and entitled to vote, and three representatives from 
each Subordinate Lodge in the District, who shall be 
elected at a regular meeting of their Subordinate Lodge. 

The election of representatives shall be held on the last 
regular meeting night in May or November. At the first 
election thereof one member shall be elected for a term of 
three years, one member for a term of two years, and one 
member for a term of one year; at each succeeding elec¬ 
tion one member shall be elected for a term of three years.

RULES GOVERNING TRAVELLING GAVELS WHICH WERE 

PRESENTED TO THE GRAND LODGE BY THE SUB¬ 
ORDINATE LODGES OF DISTRICT No. 2, AS 
AMENDED BY GRAND LODGE IN 1936. 

1. The Travelling Gavels and Register are the property of the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta, I.O.O.F., and at each annual session thereof 
shall be turned in by the Subordinate Lodge then holding them for 
presentation to the incoming Grand Master, who shall in turn present 
them to the incoming District Deputy Grand Master of the District 
in which he holds membership. 

2. In order to transfer custody of the Gavels, at least five 
members of a Subordinate Lodge who are in good standing must 
visit another Subordinate Lodge at a regular meeting of the lodge 
visited, having first given at least one week’s notice of the in¬ 
tended visit. On the completion of these requirements, the lodge 
visited shall assume custody of the Gavels and arrange for a 
similar visit to another Subordinate Lodge within one month 
thereafter or transfer them as provided for in Rule 5. 

3. On the occasion of all such visitations, all members shall sign 
the register which will accompany the Gavels. 

4. A lodge coming into possession of the Gavels shall, within 
One week thereof, notify the Grand Master and Grand Secretary of 
the fact. 
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5. Should the Gavels remain continuously in the custody of any 
Lodge for a period of one month, or should the Grand Master decide 
that the best interests of the Order would he served by so doing, he 
may assume custody of and transfer them to such Lodge as he con¬ 
siders will benefit by their possession. When the Gavels have pass¬ 
ed to every Lodge in a District, the Grand Master shall be notified, 
find transfer as above. 

6. The Grand Master shall include in his annual report a state¬ 
ment of the Lodges which have had custody of the Gavels during his 
term of office. 


AMENDMENTS 

The following amendments of the Constitution of the 
Grand Lodge have been adopted and given effect since 
the issue of printed copies of that Constitution as it was 
adopted on the 18th of February, 1928. 

29. The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings 
of the Grand Lodge when present He shall preserve 
order and decorum therein and decide all questions of 
order, subject, however, to an appeal to the Grand 
Lodge. He shall have the casting vote upon all occa¬ 
sions when the Grand Lodge is equally divided, except 
in cases decided by ballot. He shall appoint pro tern in 
the absence of the regular incumbents all officers whose 
appointment is not otherwise provided for by the 
Grand Lodge, sign all regular documents requiring his 
signature, and transmit or cause to be transmitted regu¬ 
larly to each Subordinate Lodge within this Jurisdiction 
the Passwords necessary. He shall decide on appeals 
and questions of law which may be made to him from 
the decisions of his Deputies. He shall receive and act 
upon all complaints made to him against his Deputies 
or Lodges, and give such instructions from time to time 
in the work of the Order to the Deputies or to the 
Dodges as may be necessary. He shall, immediately 
after January 1st, compile a report of his actions as 
Grand Master since the time of his installation and cause 
the same to be printed and transmitted, in company with 
the reports of the other officers, to all the Lodges in the 
Jurisdiction and to all interested Standing Committees 
at least ten days prior to the session of the Grand 
Lodge; and also prepare a supplementary report setting 
forth his actions as Grand Master as from January 1st 
until the date of the opening of the Grand Lodge session. 
He shall in person or by Deputy visit and inspect the books 
proceedings and work of each Subordinate Lodge 
within this Jurisdiction whenever he may deem 
it necessary in the furtherance of their interests, the 
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necessary expense incurred in making such visits to be 
defrayed by the Grand Lodge, provided that the total 
expense for all such visits shall not exceed the amount 
provided for Grand Master’s expense in the estimates of 
expenditures as adopted by the Grand Lodge at its last 
preceding regular annual session. 

He shall keep a record of all his official acts, and at 
the expiration of his term submit a printed report to the 
Grand Lodge upon the condition of the Order in the 
Jurisdictions. 

He may grant dispensations: 

1. To allow members of the Order to appear in public 
in regalia, except on occasions of public balls or social 
dances. 

12. To allow Lodges to apply to other Lodges for 
assistance., 

3. To authorize the installation of officers in public 
or jointly in private. 

4. To permit entertainments for the benefit and in 
the name of the Order, provided he receives a written 
pledge signed by the Noble Grand and Secretary of the 
Lodge that intoxicating liquors shall not be permitted 
to be sold or used at such entertainments. 

5. To allow Subordinate Lodges to change their 
places of meeting. 

6. To open a Lodge in the Third Degree to make 
new members of the Order, to institute new Lodges and 
qualify newly elected or appointed officers to take their 
stations. 

7. To institute Lodges and authorize them to work 
as such until the next session of this Grand Lodge, 
after the Executive Committee has approved of the ap¬ 
plication for charter. 

8. To empower a Subordinate Lodge to elect a Scar¬ 
let Degree Member to any office other than that of 
Noble Grand in such Lodge, provided that all qualified 
members present on the night of election shall have de¬ 
clined to accept the office. 

9. To empower a Subordinate Lodge to instal into 
the office of Noble Grand a Scarlet Degree member who 
shall have been elected to the said office on the regular 
night of election because all qualified members present 
on the said night of election had declined to accept the 
office. 

10. To allow Subordinate Lodges to use the name of 
the Order for the formation of teams, clubs, and so 
forth, after having assured himself that the provisions of 
Section 254,1 of the Code of General Laws have been 
and will be complied with.

The Grand Secretary shall attend in person every 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, and when absent shall 
transmit the books and records thereof. He shall keep 
a just and true record of all the proceedings and inti¬ 
mate to each Subordinate Lodge such portion thereof 
as may effect it. He shall keep a just and true account 
between each Subordinate Lodge and the Grand Lodge, 
and also of the affairs of the Grand Lodge. 

He shall preserve all books and file all documents 
belonging to his office and hand the same, together with 
all Grand Lodge property m his possession, to his suc¬ 
cessor in office or to the Grand Master in case of sus¬ 
pension; attest all orders drawn on the Grand Treasurer 
and pay over to him monthly ail money coming into his 
hand on account of the Grand Lodge; receive all docu¬ 
ments relative to the Grand Lodge and submit the same 
to the Grand Master or the Grand Lodge, if in session; 
conduct all correspondence on behalf of Grand Lodge; 
furnish all Committees with such official documents as 
may be necessary for their reference; transmit to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge a regular report of the Order 
made up to the 31st of December of each year; notify 
all Subordinate Lodges of eacn regular or special session 
of the Grand Lodge at least two weeks previous to its 
commencement; prepare all charters or warrants 
granted by the Executive Committee during recess or 
by the Grand Lodge while in session; affix the seal of 
the Grand Lodge to all such warrants or charters and to 
all other docmetns requiring it; perform all the duties 
of the Grand Treasurer in his absence and attend to all 
other matters or business not herein enumerated and 
coming properly within the duties of his office. He 
shall have his books properly c'osed on the 31st day of 
December before the annual session and shall have a 
sufficient number of his annual reports printed for the 
use of the Grand Lodge. He shall within one month 
after his installation furnish the Grand Master with a 
properly executed bond for the proper performance of 
his duties, from a guarantee company, payable to the 
Grand Master or Deputy Grand Master, and for such 
sum as the Grand Lodge may require, the cost of the 
said Bond to be paid by the Grand Lodge, and in case of 
failure to provide such bond within the time specified, 
his office shall be declared vacant by the Grand Master; 
and he shall be paid such salary for his services as the 
Grand Lodge shall provide therefor in the estimates of 
expenditures as adopted by the Grand Lodge at its last 
preceding regular annual session.

or disability shall continue longer than the period for 
which the Lodge may lawfully pay such sick benefits 
or if the Lodge shall have abolished or ceased to pay 
such sick benefits, then and in either of such events the 
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Lodge shall keep or cause him to be kept in good stand¬ 
ing throughout the entire duration of such sickness or 
disability, unless he be lawfully suspended or expelled 
during that time for some other cause. The Lodge may 
also provide by Bylaw that no benefits shall be paid for 
the first week or two weeks of such sickness or disa¬ 
bility. The Lodge may further provide, by Bylaw, to 
limit the payment of sick benefits to less than fifty-two 
weeks but not less than thirteen weeks. 

To be entitled to said sick benefits, if any, it is hereby 
further provided that at the time of the commence¬ 
ment of such sickness or disability the Brother shall have 
been in good standing in the Lodge, shall have been 
a member of the Lodge for a period ol not less than 
one calendar month, shall have attained the Degree of 
Truth, and that when requested to do so by the Lodge 
he shall furnish a certificate of his condition from a 
qualified physician in attendance upon him; and provided 
also that he shall notify the Lodge of his sickness or 
disability within one month of the commencement there¬ 
of, and shall make claim for the said sick benefit on 
account of such sickness or disability within one month 
of the date of his recovery therefrom.

When such Committee or Board has been formed and 
is in operation, it shall be obligatory upon the Subordin¬ 
ate Lodges of the said city or town to pay a semi¬
